CHAP, L 

Painters and other Artifts in the Reign of 

James L 

IT* was well for the arts that King James 
had no difpofition to them : He let them 
take their own courfe. Had he felt any 
inclination for them, he. would probably 
have introduced as bad a taite as he did 
into literature. A Prince who thought 
puns and quibbles the perfection of elo- 
quence, would have been charmed with the 
monkies of Hemfkirk and the drunken 
boors of Oftade. James loved his eafe ^nd 
his pleafures, and hated novelties. He gave 
himfelf up to hunting, and hunted in the 
moft cumbrous and inconvenient of all 
drefies, a ruff and trowfer breeches. The 
nobility kept up the - magnificence they 
found eftablifhed by Queen Elizabeth, in 
which predominated a want of tafte, rather 
than a bad one. In more ancient times the 
manfions of the great, lords^ were> as I haye 
mentioned before, built for* defence and 
Vo^ II.

ftrength* rathefrthan convenience. The walls 
thick, the windows pierced wherever it was 
moft necfcffary for them to 16ok abroad, in- 
ftead of being contrived for fymmetry or to 
illuminate* the chambers. To that ftyle fuc- 
ceeded the richnefs and delicacy of the Go- 
thic. As this declined, before the Grecian 
tafte was eftablifhed* fpace and vaftnefs 
leem tb have made their whole ideas of 
grandeur. The palaces erefted in the reiga 
oTElizabeth by the memorable * Countefs 
f>f Shrewfbiny, Elizabeth- of Hardwicke, are 
S*a£tly.in this ftyle^ The apartments are 
lofty -and enormous* and they knew not how 
to fuimftr fchem r Pidtures,, had they had 
gPGcf ones, would be loft in chambers of 
fiich; height: Tapeftry, their chtqf move- 
able, was not commonly perfeft enough

ftge, were fallen into difufe* Immenfe lights 
Compofed of bad glafs in diamond panes, 
caft an air of poverty on their mod coftly 
apartments. That at Hardwicke, ft ill pre- 
ferved as it was furnifhed for the reception 
and emprifonment of the Queen of Scots, is 
a curious picture of that age and ftyle. No- 
thing can exceed the expence in the bed of 
ftate, in the hangings of the fame chamber, 
and of the coverings for the tables. The 
firft is cloth of gold, cloth of filver, velvets 
of different colours, lace, fringes and em- 
broidery. The hangings confift of figures, 
large as life, reprefenting the virtues and 
vices, embroidered on grounds of white and 
black velvet. The cloths to caft over the 
tables are embroidered and embofled with 
gold on velvets and damafks. The only 
moveables of any tafte are the cabinets and 
tables themfelves, carved in oak. The chim- 
nies are wide enough for a hall or kitchen, 
and over the arras are freezes of many feet 
deep with miferable relievos in ftucco re- 
prefenting huntings. There and in all the 
great manfions of that age is a gallery, re- 
markable only for its extent. That at Hard- 
wicke is -of fixty yards* 

A 2 James 
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James built no palace himielf. Thofe 
ere&ed by the Nobles in his reign are much 
like what I have been defcribing. Audley- 
*fcin, * one of the wonders of that age, 
deferved little notice but for the prodi- 
gious fpace it Covered. Towards the end 
of that monarch's reign genius was called 
out and appeared. The magnificent temper 
or tafte of the Duke of Buckingham led him 
to colleft piftures, and pointed out the 
itudy of them to Prince Cluries. Rubenl 
came over, Inigo Jones arofe, and architec- 
ture broke forth in all the luftre and purity 
of Rome and Athens — But before I come 
to that period, I mull clear my way by fome 
account of the preceding artiffe. The firft 

* Dugdale, writing after* the days of Inigo Jones, 
fays, that this houfe was not to be equalled by any fa- 
bric in this realm, excepting Hampton-court. There 
are prints of Audley-irin in its grandeur by Winftanley, 
who lived at Littlebury near it, where, within my me-* 
mory, was his houfe, remarkable for fever al mechanic 
tricks, known by the name of Winstanley's won- 
ders. His plates of Audley- inn are extant, but the 
prints are very fcarce. Part of the edifice was taken 
down about forty years ago, and a greater part, with 
the magnificent gallery, was demolished after the de- 
ceafe of the lad Earl of Suffolk of that line.

PAUL YANSOMER, 

a native of Antwerp. The accounts of him 
are extremely deficient, no author of the 
lives of painters mentioning him but Carl 
Vermander, who only fays that Vanfomer 
was living when he wrote, and then refided 
with his brother Bernard at Amsterdam. 
Yet Vanfomer as a painter of portraits was 
a very able mafter. The pifture of the Lord 
Chamberlain William Earl of Pembroke^ 
half length at St. James's, is an admirable 
portrait, and a whole length at Chatfworth 
of the firft Earl of Devonfhire in his robes, 
though afcrlbed to Mytens, I fhould think 
was painted by the fame hand. Mytens was 
much colder in his colouring and ftifF in Jiis 
drawing. * Both thefe portraits are bold 

.* Mytens improved fo much in his later portraits, 
that this character mull be read with allowances ; and on. 
ft u dying more of his wbrks, I cannoc determine whe- 
ther the portrait at Chatfworth is not painted by him, as 
-eonftant tradition fays it was. In general, the portraits 
by Vanfomer and Mytens, when at whole length,, may 
. fee thus diftinguifhed ; Vanfomer commonly placed his 
pa a mat j My tens, on a carpet.

I^ondon of Flemifh parents ; but Vertuc^ 
and the author of an Effay towards an Eng- 
jtflh fchool, fay it was at Amfterdanp, where 
♦the latter aflerts that he refided long, the 
former that he came ov<r young, which, 
<onfidering how late he lived, I fhould be 
inclined to believe, if Vcrtue did not at thp 
fame time pronounce that his earlieft per- 
formances are his beft : So good a ftyle of 
.colouring was hardly formed here* His 
,j>i&ures are eafily f diftingukhed by their

clearnefs, ne#nefs and fmoothnefs. They 
are generally painted on board, and except 
being a little ftiff, are often ftrongly mark-* 
ed with a fair character of nature, and re- 
markable for a lively tranquillity in the 
countenances. His draperies are feldom 
but black. I have two portraits by him of 
lingular merit; oxje of Mr. Leneve, matter 
of the company of merchant-taylors ; the 
other of Sir George Villiers, father of the 
great Duke of Buckingham, lefs handfome, 
tjut extremely like his fon. One of his 
hands refts on the head of a greyhound, as 
fine as the animals of Snyder. 

Janfen's firft works in England are dated 
about 1618. He dwelt in the Black-friars, 
and had much bufinefs. His price for a 
head was five broad pieces. He painted 
too in fmall in oil, and often copied his 
own works in that manner. In the family 
of Verney were the portraits of Sir Ro- 
bert Heath and his lady in both fizes. At 
CafhiobUry is a large piece, curious, but fb 
inferior to Janfen's general manner, that if 
his name were not to it, I fhou'd doubt it's 
being of his hand. It reprefents Arthur 
Lord Capel, who was beheaded, his Lady 
and Children. Behind them is a view i>f 
- the 
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jthe Garden at Hadham, at that time the 
£hief feat of the family. Between the years 
1630 and 1640 Janfen lived much in Ken* 
at a fmall village called Bridge near Bar- 
hamdown, and drew many portraits for 
gentlernen in the neighbourhood, particu- 
larly of the families of Auger, Palmer, Ham- 
mond and Bowyer. One of his beft work* 
was the pifture of a Lady Bowyer, of the 
family of Auger, called for her exquifitc 
jbeauty The Star in the Eaft. At Sherbuni 
Caftle in Dorfetfhire is a head of Elizabeth 
Wriothefley eldeft daughter of Henry Earl 
pf Southampton, and wife of William Lord 
Spenfer, her head richly drefied, and a pic- 
ture in a blue enamelled cafe at her breafL 
This pidture is well coloured, tho' not equal 
to another at the fame feat, a half length of 
her mother, Elizabeth, daughter of John 
Vernon, wife of Earl Henry. Her cloaths 
are. magnificent, and the attire of her head, 
lingular, a veil turned quite back. The face 
and hands are coloured with incomparable 
luftre, and equal to any thing this matter 
executed. There is alfo a half length hi 
black fatten of John Digby, firft Earl of 
Briftol, young and remarkably handfome. It 
is afcribed to Janfen, but is faintly colour-

«d, and evidently in the manner of Van- 
dyck, whom perhaps he imitated as well as 
rivalled. 

Janfen 5 fame declined * on the arrival of 
Vandyck, and the civil war breaking out, 
Cornelius, at the importunity of his wife, 
quitted England. His pafs is recorded in 
the Journals of the Commons : 

Oftober 10, 1648. Ordered, that Cor- 
nelius Johnfon, piftu re-drawer, fhall have 
Mr. Speaker's warrant to pafs beyond feas 
with Emanuel Pafife, George Hawkins ; and 
to carry with him fuch piftures and colours, 
bedding, houfhold fluff, pewter, and brafs, 
as belongs unto himfelf. 

He retired firft to Midelburg and then 
to Amflerdam, where he continued to paint 
and died in 1665. % His wife's name wks Eli- 
zabeth Beck,' to whom he was married in 
1622. They had a fon Cornelius, bred to 
Jiis father's profeffion, which he followed in 
Holland, where he died poor, being ruined 
by the extravagance of a fecond wife. The 
Ion drew the Duke of Monmouth's pidture, 

• At Lord Pomfret's at Eafton was a portrait of 
Charles I. by Janfen.

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as he was on the point of failing for his un-» 
fortunate expedition to England. 

A filler of Cornelius Janfen the elder was 
fecond wife of f Nicafius Ruffel or Rouflel 
of Bruges, jeweller to the Kings James and 
Charles the firft. They had many children. 
To one of the fons born in 1 6 1 9 Cornelius 
Janfen was godfather, and the widow of 
Ifaac Oliver, godmother. Theodore Ruf- 
fel, an elder fon was born in 16 14, and lived 
nine years with his uncle Cornelius Janfen, 
and afterwards with Vandyck, whofe pic- 
tures he copied very tolerably on fmall pan- 
nels ; many of them are in a private apart- 
ment at Windfor, at Warwick-caftle, and 
in the colleftion of the Duchefs Dowager 
of Argyle. Ruffel chiefly was employed in 
the country in the families of the Earls of 
Eflex and Holland, and was a lover of his 
cafe and his bottle. He was father of An- 
tony Ruffel, a painter, from whom Vertue 
received thefe particulars, and at whofe 
houfe he faar a pifture of Cornelius Janfen, 
his wife and fon, drawn by Adrian Hanne-

man, 
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man, who courted Janfen's neice, but was 
difappointecL 

DANIEL MYTENS 

of the Hague, -was an admired painter, ir* 
the reigns of King James and King Charles. 
'He- had certainly ftudied the works of Ru- 
bens before his coming over ; his landfcape 
in the back grounds of his portraits is evi- 
dently in the ftyle of that fchool ; and fome 
cf his. works have been taken for Vandyck's, 
-The date of his arrival is not certain ; pro~ 
bably it was in hopes of fucceeding Van 
Somer ; but though he drew feveral of the 
court, he was not formally employed as the 
King's painter 'till the reign of Charles. His 
patient is preferved in Rymer's Foedera, 
vol. xviii. p. 3. 

I found the minute of the docquet war- 
rant for this among the Conway papers in 
thefe words ; 

The office of one of his majefty's pifture- 
4ra»wers in ordinary, with the fee of 20 /. per 
ann. graunted to Daniell Mitens during his 
Kfe. Subfcfibed by order from the Lord 
Chamberlain. Procured by Mr. Endimyom 
Porter, May 30, 1625. 

And 
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And among the fame MSS. is the follow- 
ing docquet- warrant 5 

July 31, 1626. A warrant to the ex- 
chequer to paie unto Daniell Mittens his 
majefty's pifturer the fomme of 125/. for 
divers pictures by him delivered to fondry 
perfons by his majefty's fpecial direction. 
By order of the Lord Chamberlaine of hi& 
-majefty's houfhold, procured by the Lorti 
Conway. 

At Hampton-court are feveral whole 
lengths of Princes and PrinceiTes of the 
houfe of Brunfwick-Lunenburgh, and the 
portrait of Charles Howard Earl of Notting- 
ham ; at Kenfington is My*ens's own head. 
At Knowle, Lionel Cranfield Earl of Mid- 
dlefex, Lord Treafurer, with his white fta,ff, 
whole length* A fmall bell on the table 
has thefe letters D. M. F. 1623. It was more 
common for him to paint a flip of paper on 
his pidtures, infer ibed only with the names 
or titles of the perfons reprefentecL At 
Lady Elizabeth Germain's at Drayton, is 4 
very fine whole length of Henry Rich Eaii 
of Holland, in a ftriped habit with a walk- 
ing ftick. At St. James's * is Jeffery Hud- 

• The piaure of the Queen of Scots at St. James's 
is a copy by Mytens. 
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fon the dwarf, holding a dog by a firing, in 
a landfcape, coloured warmly and freely 
like Snyder or Rubens. Mytens drew the 
fame figure in a very large picture of 
Charles I. and his Queen, which was in the 
pofleffion of the late Earl of Dunmore, but 
the fingle figure is much better painted. 
The hiftory of this diminutive perfonage 
was fo remarkable, that the reader will per- 
haps not diflike the digreflion. 

* He was born at Oakham in Rutland- 
shire in 1619, and about the age of feven 
or eight, being then but eighteen inches 
high, was retained in the fervice of the Duke 
of Buckingham, who refided at Burleigh 
on the Hill. Soon after the marriage of 
Charles I. the King and Queen being en^- 
tertained at Burleigh, little Jeffery was ferv- 
ed up to table in a cold pye, and prefented 
hy the Duchefs to the Queen, who kept 
him as her dwarf* From feven years of age 
'till thirty he never grew taller ; but after 
thirty he foot up to three feet nine inches, 
aftd there fixed. Jeffery became a confider-* 
able part of the entertainment of the court* 
Sir William Darenaat wrote a poem called

Jeffreidos* 
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Jeffreidos, on a battel between him and a * 
turkey-cock, and in 163& was publifhed a 
very fmall book called The New-year's 
Gift, prefented at court from the Lady Par- 
vula to the Lord Minimus (commonly call- 
ed little Jeffery) her majefty's fervant, &c* 
written by Microphilus, with a little print 
of Jeffery prefixed. Before this period 
Jeffery was employed on a negotiation of 
great importance : He was fent to France 
to fetch a midwife for the Queen, and on 
his return with this gentlewoman, and her 
majefty's dancing-mafter, and many rich 
prefents to the Queen from her mother Mary 
de Medici, he was taken by the Dun- 
kirkers. f Jeffery, thus made of confe- 
quence, grew to think himfelf really fo. 
He had born with little temper the teasing 
of the Courtiers and domeftics, and had 
many fquabbles with the King's gigantic 
porter * J at laft being provoked by Mr- 
Crofts, 

* The fcene is laid at Dunkirk, and the midwife 
, tefcues him from the fury of his antagonift, 

f It was in 1630. Be fides the prefent he was bring* 
ing for the Queen, he loft to the value of 2500/. that 
he had received in France on his own account from the 
Queen-mother and ladies of that court.

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Crofts, a young gentleman of family* a 
challenge enfued> and Mr. Crofts coming 
to the rendezvous armed only with a fquirt, 
the little creature was fo enraged that a real 
duel enfued, and the appointment being on 
horfeback with piftols, to put them more 
on a level, Jeffery with the firft fire £hot his 
antagonift dead. This happened in France 
whither he had attended his miftrefs in the 
troubles* He was again taken prifoner by 
* Turkifh rover, and fold into Barbary. He 
probably did not long remain in flaveryj 
ibr at the beginning of the civil war he was 
made a captain in the royal army, and in 
1644 attended the Queen to France where 
he remained 'till the reftoration* At laft 
upon fufpicion of his being privy to the 
Popifli plot, he was taken up in 1682, and 
confined in the gate-houfe Weftminfter, 
where he ended his life in the fixty-third 
year of his agd; 

ixed in the front of a houfe near the end of Bagnio- 
court on the eafl fide of Newgate-ftreet. Probably it 
was a fign. Oliver Cromwell too had a porter of an 
enormous height, whofe (tandard is recorded by a large 
O on the back of the terrace at Windfor, almoft under 
the window of the gallery. This man went mad and 
prophecied. In Whitechapel was a fign of him taken 
from a print of St. Petei*

My tens remained in great reputation 'till 
the arrival of Vandyek, who being appoint- 
ed the King's principal painter, the former 
in difguft alked his majefty's leave to retire 
to his own country ; but the King learning 
the caufe of his difTatisfa&ion, treated him 
with much kindnefs, and told him that he 
could find fufficient employment both for 
him and Vandyck ; Mytens confented to 
ftay, and even grew intimate, it is pro-, 
bable, with his rival, for the head off My- 
tens is one of thofe painted among the 
profeflbrs by that great mafter. 

Whether the fame jealoufy operated again, 
or real decline of bufinefs influenced him, or 
any other caufe, Mytens did not ftay much 
longer in England. We find none of his 
works here after the year 1630. Yet he 
lived many years afterwards. Houbraken 
quotes a regifter at the Hague dated in 
1,656, at which time it fays Mytens paint- 
ed part of the cieling of the town-hall 
there > the fubjeft is, Truth writing hiftory 
on the back of Fame. 

Thefe were the moll confiderable painters

It does not appear whether thefe pi&ures 
were in oil or water-colours ; I fhould ra- 
ther fuppofe portraits in miniature of (King 
Charles the Firft then) Duke of York ; but 
that Peake painted in oil is afcertained by 
Peacham in his book of limning, where he 
exprefly celebrates his good friend ikfr, 
Peake and Mr. Marquis J for oil-colours. 
Peacham himfelf was a limner, as he tells 
us in the fame book, having prefented a

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It is extraordinary * that more of the 
works f of this excellent matter are not 
known, as he commonly made duplicates 
of his pidbures, referring one of each for 
himfelf. On this fubjeft Riaffel the painter, 
related to or connected with the Olivers, 
told Vertue a remarkable ftory- The greater 
part of the cblledion of King Charles being 
difperfed in the troubles, among which were

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*eith the option of kooo /. or an annuity of 
300 /. for her life. She chafe the latter. Some 
years afterwards it happened that the King's 
miftreffes having begged all or moft of thefc 
pidtures, Mrs. Oliver, who was probahly a 
prude tmd apt to exprefs herfelf like a prude, 
laid, on hearing it, that if fhe had thought 
the King would have given them to fuch 
whores, and ftrumpets and baftards, he ne- 
ver fhould have had them. This reached 
the court, the poor woman's falary was 
(topped, and ihe never received it after- 
wards. The reft of the limnings which the 
King had not taken, fell into the hands of 
Mrs. RuffeTs father. 

Peter Oliver, fays Vertue, died about the 
year 1 664, aged near 60 ; but this muft be 
a miftake, as his father's drawing at Ken- 
fington finifhed by the fon is dated 1616, 
•when by that account Peter was not ?tbove 
twelve years old. From his age and the 
ftory of his widow it is more likely that he 
died before the reftoration. Probably the 
date 1664 fhould be 1654. He was buried 
with his father in the Black-fryars. 

As in none of thefe accounts mention is 
made of any children of Peter Oliver, I con- 
clude that Ifaac Oliver, glafs-painter, born 

in 
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in 1616, was fon of the younger brother 
James. Among the verfes printed by the 
univerfity of Cambridge in 1638 on the 
death of Mr. Edward King, Milton's Lyci- 
das, one of the EngUfli copies is inscribed, 
Ifaac Oliver, * who, I fuppofe, was the 
glafs-painter, and then about the age of 
twenty-two, as appears from the following 
infeription on a painted window in Chrift- 
church Gjdford, Oliver aetat. fuae 84, anno 
1700, pinxit deditque. The ftory is St/ 
Peter delivered out of prifon, the drawing 
and execution good, but the colouring in 
fome parts faint. The long life of this per* 
fon, ^eftimable for his own merit and that 
of his family, ferved almoft alone to pre- 
ferve the fecret of painting on glafs — a 
fecret which however has never been loft, 
as I Ihall fhow in a moment by a regular

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feries of the profeffors. The firft interrup- 
tion given to it was by the reformation, 
which banifhed the art out of churches j yet 
it was in fome meafure kept up in the ef- 
cutcheons of the nobility and gentry in the 
windows of their feats. Towards the end 
of Queen Elizabeth it was omitted even 
there, yet the praftice did not entirely ceafe. 
The chapel of our Lady at Warwick was 
ornamented a-new by Robert Dudley Earl 
of Leicefterand his Countefs, and the cypher 
of the glafs-painter's name yet remains with 
the date 1574* and in fome of the chapels 
at Oxford the art again appears dating it- 
fclf in 1622 by the hand of no contemptible 
mafter. I could fupply even the gap of 
forty-eight years by many dates on Flemiih 
glafs, but nobody ever fuppofed that the 
fccret was loft fo early as the reign of 
James I. and that it has not periihed fince 
will be evident from the following feries 
reaching to the prefent hour.

He was 
fon of Dr. Robert Norgate, mafter of Ben- 
net-college Cambridge, where Edward was 
born. He was brought up by Nicholas 
Felton Bifhop of Ely who married his mo- 
ther, and who obferving his inclination to 
limning and heraldry, permitted him to in- 
dulge his genius. As he had good judg- 
ment in pidtures, he was fent into Italy by 
the great colleftor, Thomas Earl of Arun- 
del, to make purchafps for him, but return- 

who brought me 450 pieces, for which, including the 
expence of his journey, I paid him thirty-fix guineas* 
His wife made more journeys for the fame purpofe* 
and fold her cargoes to one Palmer, a glazier in St. 
Martin's-lane, who immediately raifed the price to 
one, two, Eve guineas for a (ingle piece, and fitted up 
entire windows with them, and with mofaics of plain 
glafs of different colours.

luminated by this perfon * but the beft evi- 
dence of his abilities is a curious patent 
lately difcoveired. The prefent Earl of Stir- 
ling received from a relation an old box of 
neglected writings, among which he found 
the original commiffion of Charles I. ap- 
pointing his Lordfhip's predeceffor Alexan- 
der Earl of Stirling commander in chief 
of Nova-Scotia with the confirmation of the 
grant of that province made by James I. In 
the initial letter are the portraits of the King 
fitting on the throne delivering the patent 
to the Earl, and round the border reprefen- 
tations in miniature of the cuftoms, hunt- 
ings, fifliings and produ&ions of the coun- 
try* all in the higheft prefervation, - and f6 
admirably executed, that it was believed of 
the pencil of Vandyck.

This young Prince was a great lover of 
the arts, and laid the foundation of the col- 
leftion, which his brother compleated. The 
medals were purchafed by him, and Van- 
derdort, in his catalogue, mentions feveral 
ftatues and pidures which King Charles 
inherited from Prince Henry. In the ap- 
pendix to Birch's life of this Prince are fe- 
veral letters from Sir Edward Conway, in 
one * of which he mentions having bought 
a pidhire of the Four Evangelifts, whom he 
calls affe&edly, the moft faithfully glorious and 
excellent Jeer et arte s that ever were to the infinite 
mcomprebenfeblt PriMce ; defiling Mr. Adam 
Newton, feeretary to the moft hopefully power-* 
full and glorious earthly Prince y to prefentit to 
his Royal Highnefs ; and in others is much 
talk of a negotiation in which he was em- 
ployed by the fame Prkice to engage an 
eminent painter of Delft to come to Engu 
land.

Of this peribn I find no farther record 
with relation to the arts, but that he made 
ft prefent to the King of a fea-piece painted 
by Perfellisj and was dead when Vander- 
dort drew up the catalogue. * The manu- 
facture will be mentioned again in the ar- 
ticle of Francefco Cleyne.

NICHOLAS BRIOT fc 

was a native of Lorrain, and graver of the 
mint to the King of France, in which king- 
dom he was the inventor, or at leaft one of 
the firft propofers of coining money by a 
prels, inftead of the former manner of ham- 
mering. As I am ignorant myfelf in the 
mechanic part of this art, and have not evert 
the pieces quoted by Vertue, I fhall tread 
very cautioufly, and only tranfcribe the titles 
of fome memorials which he had feen, and 
from whence I conclude a Ktterary contro- 
verfy was carried on in France on the fub- 
left of this new invention,, to which* accord- 
ing to cuftom, the old prafticioners feem to» 
feave obje&ed, as, probably interfering with 
the abufes of which they were in prefcriptive 
pofieffion.

ehfotes«Bria£,~m the coinage of money at the" 
mint, dated June 13, 163 1, at Weftminfter. 
Xhis was the proje& he had attempted in 
France, by inftniments, milk and prefles, ta 
fftalte, better nx>ney and with lefs expence 
XQ the crown than by the way of hammer- 
ing. The jfefreme . was probably approved, 
for in the very next year we find him coin- 
ing money upon the regular eftablifhment. 
There is extant a parchment roll, contain- 
ing the -accounts of Sir Robert Harley, 
Knight, of, the iBath, mafter worker of his 
n^jefty's . ropnies of gold and filver within 
the .tower, of. London, in the reign of King 
Charles L from November 8, 1628, toAu- 
guft ^,,1636,^ . In this account, in 1632 are 
jxaymenfsito Briot for coining various par- 
cels of \>gold and filver, which are followed 
by this entry ; :

Briot returned to France about 1642, ha- 
ving formed that excellent fcholar Thomas

In a private family (the name of which 
. he does not mention) Vertue faw a peaeh- 
ftone, on which was carved the head of King 
Charles full faced, with a laurel, and on the 
reverfe, St. George on horfeback, with the 
garter round it ; and on one fide above the 
King's head, thefe letters x\B . The tradition 
in that family was, that the carver having 
been removed from the fervice of the crown, 
and at laft obtaining the place of poor 
Knight at Windfor, cut that curiofity to 
fliow he was not fuperannuated nor inca- 
pable of his office as he had been repre- 
fented. If the mark N3 fignified Nicholas 
Briot, as is probable, either the (lory is 
fidlitious, or Briot did not return to France 
on the breaking out of the civil war. The

Charles I. His Love and Protect ion of the 
ArtSy Accounts of Vanderdort and Sir Bal- 
thazar Gerbier. Difperfion of the King's 
Colle£tiott> and of the Earl of Arundel's. 

THE acceflion of this Prince was the 
firft aera of real tafte in England. As 
his temper was not profufe, the expence he 
made in colle&ions, and the rewards he 
beftowed on men of true genius and merit, 
are proofs of his judgment. He knew how 
and when to beftow. Qyeen Elizabeth was 
avaricious with pomp $ James I. lavifli with 
meannefs. A prince who patronizes the arts, 
and can diftinguifh abilities, enriches his 
country, and is at once generous and an 
oeconomift Charles had virtues to make 
a nation happy; fortunate, if he had not 
thought, that he alone knew how to. make 
them happy, and that he alone ought to have 
the power of making them fo ? 

His chara&er, as far as it relates to my

He encouraged all 
the parts of learning, .and he delighted to

^to Whitehall to him, where were prefent 
divers pidture-drawers and painters. He 
aflted them all of whofe hand that was ? fome 
gueft at it ; others were of another opinion, 
Irtit none was pofitive. At laft faid the 
King, This is of fuch a man's hand, I know 
it as well as if I had feen him draw ft ; but,

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faid he, is there but one man's hand in this 
pi&ure ? None did difcern whether there was 
or not ; but moft concluded there was but 
one hand. Said the King, "I am fure 
there are two hands have workt in it, for I 
know the hand that drew the heads, but the 
hand that did thf reft I never faw before.** 
Upon this a gentleman that had been at 
Rome about ten years before, affirmed that 
he faw this very pi&ure, with the two heads 
unfinilhed at that time, and that he Heard 
his brother (who ftaid there fome years af- 
ter him) fay, that the widow of the painter 
that drew it wanting money, got the beft 
mailer (he could find to finifh it and make 
it faleable." This ftory which in truth is 
but a blind one, efjpecially as Mr. Atkyns 
does not mention even the name of the 
painter of his own picture, feems calculated 
to prove a fa£t, of which I have no doubt, 
his majefty's knowledge of hands. The 
gentleman who ftood by and was fo long 
before he recollected fo circumftantial a 
Riftory of the picture, was, I dare fay, a vejy 
good courtier. 

The King is faid not only to have loved 
painting but to have pra&iced it \ it is af~ 

firmed 
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firmed that Rubens corre&ed feme of his f 
majefty's drawings. 

It was immediately after his acceffion that 
Charles began to form his collection. The 
crown was already in poffeflion of fome 
good piftures : Henry VIII. had feveral. 
What painters had been here had added 
others. Prince Henry, as I have faid, had 
begun a feperate colleftion both of paint- 
ings and ftatues. All thefe Charles af- 
fembled, and fent commiflions into France 
and Italy to purchafe more, Crofs J was

In the 
catalogue of King Charles's colle&ion are 
recorded the names of feveral of the court 
who ingratiated themfelves by offerings of 
pidtures and curiofities. But the nobleft 
addition was made by the King himfelf: 
He purchafed at a great || price the en- 
tire cabinet of the Duke of Mantua, then 
reckoned the moft valuable in Europe. But 
feveral of thofe pictures were fpoiled by

account, does not fpecify all that fuffered, 
though in general he is minute even in de* 
fcribing their frames* The lift, valuable as 
it is, notwithstanding all it's blunders, in- 
accuracy, and bad Englilh, was I believe 
never compleated, which might be owing 
tx> the fudden death of the compofer. There 
are accounts in MS. of many more pic- 
tures, indubitably of that collection, not 
fpecified in the printed catalogue. 

Now I have mentioned this perfon, Van* 
derdort, it will not be foreign to the pur- 
pofe to give fome little account of him, 
efpecially as to him we owe, • however 
mangled, the only record of that Royal 
Mufeum.

It is certain that 
the poor man had great gratitude to or great 
awe of Charles I. The King had recom- 
mended to him to take particular care of a 
miniature by Gibfon, the parable of the loft 
flieep. Vanderdort laid it up fo carefully, 
that when the King afked him for it, he could 
not find it, and hanged himfelf in defpair. * 
After his death his executors found and re- 
ftbred it. As this piece is not mentioned 
in the catalogue, probably it was newly 
purchafed. There is an admirable head of 
Vanderdort by Dobfon at f Houghton. 

The King who fpared neither favours, nor 
money, to enrich his colleftion, invited J Al- 
bano into England by a letter written with 
hifc own hand. It fucceeded no more than

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The dials at Whitehall were ere&ed by 
the order of Charles, while he was Prince. 
Mr. Gunter drew the lines, and wrote the 
defcription and ufe of them, printed in a 
fmall traft by order of King James in 1624. 
There were five dials j afterwards fome were 
made of giafs in a pyramidal ih^pe by Francis 
Hall, and placed in the fame garden, One 
or two of thefe may ftill be extant ; Vertue 
faw them at Buckingham-houfe in St. 
James's park, from whence they were fold. 

It looks as if Charles had had fome 
thoughts of ereCting a monument for his 
father. In the lodgings of the warden of 
New-college Oxford was a maufoleum with 
arms, altar-tomb, columns and infcriptions 
in honour of that Prince dated 1630. It is 
certain King Charles had no lefs inclination 
for architecture than for the other, arts. The 
intended palace at Whitehall would have 
been the moft truly magnificent and beau- 
tifull fabric of any of the kind in Europe. 
His. majefty did not fend to Italy and Flan- 
ders for architefts as he did for Albano and 
Vandyck : He had Inigo Jones. Under 
the direftion of that genius the King erefted 
the houfe at .Greenwich. 

Charles had in his fervice another manv 
■ .' - 5 both 
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both architect and painter, of whom, though 
excellent' in neither branch, the reader will 
perhaps not diflike fomeaccount, as he was 
a remarkable perfon and is'little known. 

Sir Balthazar Gerbier D'ouvilly of Ant- 
werp, was born about 159I3 came young 
into. England, and was a retainer of the Duke 
of Buckingham as early as 16 13. In Finette's 
matter of the ceremonies it is faid, " Alonzo 
Contarini Embaflador from Venice came to 
Mr. Gerbier, a gentleman ferving the Duke 
of Buckingham." Sanderfon * calls him & 
common penman, who penfiled the dialogue 
(probably the decalogue) in the Dutch 
church London, his firft rife of preferment.'* 
It is certain that he ingratiated himfelf 
much with that favorite^ and attended him 
into Spain, where he was even employed 
in the treaty of marriage, though ofteniibly

ders for a piece of money [not more than 
400 guilder* to defray the charges] to im- 
print his recantation, of which the Duk£ 
bid Gerbier join malice and knavery to- 
gether, and fpit their venom /till they fplit, 
and he would pay for printing that, alfo."

Among the 
Conway-papers I found a very curious and 
long letter from Gerbier himfelf on this 
occafion, which though too prolix to infert 
in the body of this work, I fhall affix at the 
end, not only as pertinent to my fubjeft 
from the part thefe painters had in fo im- 
portant a bufinefs, but as it is more par^ 
ticular than any thing I know in print oil 
that pecafion. 

Gerbier kept his ground after the death 
of Buckingham. In 1628 he was knighted 
at Hampton-court, and, as he fays himfelf 
in one of his books, was promifed by King 
Charles the office of fur vey or- general of the 
works after the death of Inigo Jones. 
"* In 1637 he feems to have been employed' 
in fome other private tranfaftions of ftate, 
negotiating with the Duke of Orleans, the 
King's brother, who -was difcontented with 
the court.

1660. Whereirl is fet forth that he having 
a commiffioa to go there, fettle and make 
enquiry** he went to Cajana (Cayenne) with 
his family, and fettled at Surinam; A go- 
vernor therfc from the Dutch had orders td 
feize upon him and all his papers and bring 
him back to Holland j which they did in 
a very violent manner, breaking into his 
houfe, killed one of his children, endanger- 
ed the lives of the reft of his family, and 
narrowly efcaped himfelf with his life, hav- 
ing a piftol charged at his breaft if he had 
refilled.

apt' even in their deprcffed ftate, to hazard 
barbarotis- and brutal infra&Jon of treaties 
and humanity, when a glirapfe of Commer- 
cial mtereft invites it. 

Gerbicr probably returned to England 
with- that Prince, for the triumphal arches 
erefted for his reception, are faid to have 
been defighed by Sir Balthazar. * 

In France he publlihed a book on for- 
tification, and in 1662 at London a fmall 
difcourfe on magnificent buildings, dedi- 
cated to the King, in which he principally 
treats of folidity, convenience and orna- 
ment, and glance* it fome errors of Iniga 
Jones in the banqyetting-houfe. Here too 
he mentions a large room built by himfelf 
near the Watergate f at Yprk-ftairs, thirty- 
five feet fquare, and lays, that King Charles I.

The fcope of the book is to lay all the 
faults committed by fovereigns on wicked 
favourites, in which clafs he ranks even 
the leaders of the Parliament which op- 
pofed Charles I. He gives a lift of the fa- 
vourites of James I. but excufes them all, as 
ht does Buckingham and Charles I. The 
fecond part is a defence of James and

This was a worthy contraft to Archbi- 
fliop Laud, whp made a ftar-chamber-buli- 
nefs of a man who broke fome painted glafs 
in the cathedral at Salisbury.

Immediately after the death t of the King, 
feveral votes were paffed for fale of his goods, 
pidhires, ftatues, &c. 

Feb, ao, 1648. It was referred to the 
committee of the navy to raife money by fale 
of the crown, jewels, hangings, and other 
goods of the late King. 

Two days after, Cromwell, who> as foon 
as he was poffeffed of the fole power, flopped 
any farther % difperfiqn of the royal collec- 

f I cannot help inferring a fhort remark here, though 
foreign to the purpofe. The very day after the execu- 
tion of the King, was paffed this vote, " Order- 
ed, That the Lord Grey be defired, out of Haber- 
d&ther 's-hall, to difpoft of one hundred pounds for the 
fervice of the commonwealth, as bt jh*U think fit : and 
that the committee at Jiaberdaflier's-hall be required 
forthwith to pay the fame £0 the faid Lord Grey for 
that purpofe."

This pro - 
pofal it feems had been accepted but was 
revoked. Probably this perfon might he aa 
agent of Cromwell to prevent the difper- 
fion. Cromwell had greater matters *o at- 
tend to * the fale proceeded. Two years af- 
terwards, «vrz. in O&ober and November 
1650, the journals fpeak qf fums of money 
received from the fale of the King's goods, 
and of various applications of the money to- 
wards difcharge of his debts. From that 
time I find no farther mention of the col*

•With -regard to the jewels, the parliament 

immediately 
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immediately after the King Y death ordered 
the crown and fceptres, &c. to be locked 
up. The Queen had already fold feveral 
jewels abroad to raife money and buy arms. 
Some had been fold in foreign countries* 
early in the King's reign, particularly what 
was called the ineftimable collar of rubies i * 
it had belonged to Henry VIII. and appears 
on his pidures and on a medal of him in 

• There is a long warrant in Rymer dire&iag the 
delivery of this collar, there termed the great cellar of 
hdlaft rubies, and fundry other valuable jewels, to the 
Duke of Buckingham and Earl of Holland, to be dif- 
pofed of by them beyond the fcas, according to private 
orders which they had received from his raajefty. The. 
whole piece is curious, and mentions the danger there 
might be to the keepers of thofe jewels to let. them go' 
out of their hands, as they were of great value, and had 
long contynued as it were in a continual at/cent for 'many 
years Ugeatber with the enmone of England.

One only pifture [the King on horfeback 
by Vandyck] was recovered by a procefs at 
law from Remee or Remigius Van Leein- 
put a painter then in England, who had 
bought it at the fale. 

Notwithftanding the havoc that had been 
made, it is plain from the catalogue of the 
collection of James II. that the crown ftill 
pofleffed a great number of valuable pic- 
tures, but the fire of Whitehall deftroyed 
almoft all that the rage of civil war had 
fpared. Some valuable pieces indeed were 
carried to Lifbon from Somerfet-houfe by* 
the Queen Dowager, when ftie returned to

The royal library efcapcd better: This 
was founded by James I, It contained the 
colle&ion belonging to the crown, among 
which were feveral flnc editions on velloip, 
fent as preferrts frorq abroad, on the res- 
toration of learning, to Henry VII. Hen- 
ry VIII. and Queen Elizabeth i the library 
of the JL.ord Lymley, purchafed by James 
for Prince Henry, the colledtion of Cafau* 
bon bought Qf his widow, and fome curious 
MSS. brought from Conftantinople by Sir 
Thomas Roe. Thefe books have been given 
to the Britifh Mufeum by his late majefty, 
To this library Prince Henry had added a 
large number qf coins, medals, cameos and 
intaglias, the Daftyliotheca of Gorlaeus^ 
}Ar, Young> librarian to Charles I, * was re- 
moyed by the council of ftate in 1649, at 
which time an account of the books and 
coins was taken ; of the latter there were 
1200, of which 400 only remained at the

Yet it- 
is evident mi&ny remained, for in June J659 
a vote paffed " that the Lord Whitlocke be 
defired and authorized to takp upon hirrj 
the care and cufltody of the library at 
James-houfe, and of alj the books, manu- 
fcripts and medals, that are \n or belongs 
jng to the faid library, that the fame be 
fafely kept and preferved, and tp recover 
all fueh as have been embezzled or taken 
Out of the fame." Charles II. after his re- 
turn ordered ^fhmole f to df aw up an ac- 
couqt of the medals that were left, and 
placed thw w the clofet of Henry VIH r 
at Whitehall, -where they were loft at the 
fire.

The 
King taking the part of a prieft, who pretended that 
lis. majefty had a right to a rectory which the Earl 
challenged as his, Arundel faid to Charles, " Sir, this 
re&ory was an appendent to a manour of mine, until) 
my grandfather unfortunately loft both his life and 
fcventeen lord Hups more, for the love he bore to your 
grandmother."

I have found [another anecdote of this Earl that I 
have met with no where elfe. In the life of Arctine in 
Lcs Vies des Hommes & des Femmes illuftres d'ltalie, 
par unt Societe de gens de lettres, Paris 1768 vol. i.

. Many curious pieces of painting and an- 
tiquities, efpecially medals, the Earl bought 
of Henry Vanderborcht a painter of Bruf- 
fels,* who lived at Frankendal, and whofe 
fon Henry, Lord Arundel finding at Frank- 
fort, fent to Mr. Petty then colle&ing for 
him in Italy, and afterwards kept in his fer- 
vice as long as he lived. Vanderborcht the ' 
younger was both painter and graver ; he 
drew many of the Arundelian curiofities, 
and etched feveral things both in that and 
the royal tolle&ion.

Thofe curiofities too were fold by auftioa 
in 1720* * and the houfe itfelf has been 
lately demolifhed. At that fale Dr. Meade 
bought the head of Homer, f *&& fchofe 
death it was purchafed by the prefent Earl 
of Exeter, and by him prefented to the Bri- 
tifli Mufcum.

The Earl 
and Countefs are fitting under a ftate ; be- 
fore them are their children, one holds a 
fhield * preiented by the great Duke of 
Tufcany to the famous Earl of Surrey at 
a tournament, and two others bring the 
helmet and fword of James IV. taken at the 
viftory of Floddenfield, by the Earl of Sur- 
reys ' father, Thomas Duke of Norfolk.

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Painters in the Reign 0/ Charles I, 

Sir PE^ER PAUL R08ENS. 

ON E cannot write the life of Rubens 
without tranfcribing twenty authors. 
The moft common books expatiate on a 
painter, whofe works are fo numerous and fo 
well *known. His pi6tures were equatyy 
adapted to pleafe the ignorant and the co- 
noifieurs. Familiar fubje&s, familiar his- 
tories, treated with great luftre and fullneft 
of colouring, a richnefs of nature and pro- 
priety of draperies, recommend themfelves 
at firft fight to the eyes of the vulgar. The 
juft boldneis of his drawings the wonderful! 
chiaro fcuro diffused throughout his pic- 
tures, and not loaded like Rembrandt's to 
force out one peculiar fpot of light, the va- 
riety of his carnations, the fidelity to the 
cuftoms and manners of the times he was 
reprefenting, and attention to every part of 
tys pojppofitions, without enforcing trifles 

too 
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too much or too much neglecting them, all 
this union of happy excellencies endear the 
works of Rubens to the beft judges : he is 
perhaps the fingie artift <who attra&s the fuf- 
frages of every rank. One may juftly call 
him the popular painter \ he granted that ma- 
jefly and grace which confine the works of 
the greateft matters to the feweft admirers- 
I lhall be but brief on the circumftances of 
his life ; he ftaid but little here, in which 
light only he belongs to this treatifc

When Antwerp was reduced 
by the arn\s of Philip, Rubens the father 
returned to his native country, The fon 
was grown up, and was well made. The 
Countefs of Lalain took him for her page, 
but he had too elevated a difpofition to

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throw away his talents on fo difflpated a way 
of life. He quitted that ferviee, and his fa~ 
ther being dead, his mother confented to let 
him purfue his paffion for painting, Toby 
Verhaeft, a Jandfcape-painter, and Adam 
Van Oort were his firft matters, and then 
Otho Venius, under whom he imbibed (one 
of his leaft merits) a tafte for allegory. The 
perplexed and filly emblems of Venius are 
well known. Rubens with nobler flmpli- 
city is perhaps lefs juft in his. One may 
call fome of his pi&ures a toleration of all 
religions. In one of the compartments of the 
Luxemburgh gallery, a cardinal introduces 
Mercury to Mary de f Medici, and Hymen 
fupports her train at the facrament of mar- 
riage, before an altar on which are the 
images of God the Father and Chrift. * At 
the age of twenty-three Rubens fet out for 
Italy, and entered into the ferviee of Vincent 
Gonzaga Duke of Mantua. One day while 
he was at that court, and was painting the 
ftory of Turnus and Aeneas, intending to 
warm his imagination by the rapture of

poetry. 
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poetry, he repeated with energy thofe line* 
of Virgil : f 

Me ctiam patriis agmen ciet, kc, 

The Duke who over heard him and entered 
the chamber, was furprized to find the miqd 
of his painter cultivated with a variety of 
gracefull litterature. Rubens was named 
Envoy to Spain, and carried magnificent 
prefents to the favorite Duke of Lerma 5 
exerting at that court his political and ele-r 
gant talents with a dignity and propriety 
that raifed the latter without debafing the 
former. He converfed little with the pain- 
ters of that country except Velafquez, with 
whom he continued a carrefpondence of lefc- 
ters, 

The fame of the young painter reached 
Don John of Braganza, afterwards King of 
Portugal, who invited him to Villa Viciofa. 
Rubens fet out with fuch a train, that the 
Duke apprehended the expence of enter*, 
taining fo pompous a vifitor, and wrote ta 
ftop his journey, accompanying the excufe 
with a prefent of fifty piftoles. The painter.

refuftd 
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refufed the prefent, faid he had not proposed 
to paint, but to pafs a week at Villa Viciofa, 
and had brought a thoufand piftoles that he 
intended to fpend there. 

Returned to Mantua, the Duke fent him 
to Rome to copy the works of the great 
matters. There he ftudied them, not what 
they had ftudied, the ancients ; Rubens was 
too carelefs of the antique as Pouflin copied 
it too fervilely. The former feemed never 
to have feen a ftatue, the latter nothing elfe. 
The reputation of Titian a/id Paul Veronefe 
drew Rubens to Venice $ there he was in 
his element, in the empire of colours. There 
he learned to imitate nature ; at Rome he 
had miffed the art of improving on it, If he 
has not the fimplicity of Titian, he has far 
more than Paul Veronefe. The buildings 
with which he has enriched the back grounds 
of his eompofitions, dQ not yield to thofe of 
the latter ; his landfcapes are at lead equal 
to thofe of the former, Seldom as he prac- 
ticed it, Rubens was never greater than in 
landfcape ; the tumble of his rocks and treesj 
the deep fhadows in his glades and glooms, 
the watery funlhine, and dewy verdure, fhow 
a variety of genius^ which ^re not to be 

foun4 
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fcitiMJL ia the inimitable but uniform glow of 
Claud Lorrain. 

Rubens was mucR worfe employed at 
Genoa, where he drew mqft of their palaces, 
<and caufed them to be engraved in two vo- 
lumes. How could a genius like his over- 
look the ruins of Rome, the defigns of Ra- 
phael and Michael Angeloj and the reftorers 
of ancient architecture at Venice, and wafte 
his time on the very moderate beauties that 
Jie found at Genoa, where their greateft art 
lay %n crowding magnificence into a narrow 
and almoft ufelefs fituation ? where moft of 
their palaces can only be (cen from a fedan 
chair. 

His mother's illnefs drew him back to 
Antwerp, where the Archduke Albert de- 
tained him, and where he married his firft 
wife Elizabeth Brants. He built a palace 
. and painted it within and without. His ca*- 
binet or rotunda was enriched with antique 
vafes, ftatues, medals and pictures. The 
Duke of Buckingham fyp and coveted 
>t. Le BJtond, whom I have , mentioned 
in the life of Holbein, negotiated the bar- 
gain, to which Rubens contented with re-. 
grett The favorite, who was bent on die 

purchafe* 
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jpurehafe, gave, it is faid, ten thoufand 
pounds for what had not coft above a thou- 
fand. 

In Flanders he executed many great 
works, which created him as many ene- 
mies. They affe&ed to afcribe to the fcho- 
lars whom he had formed or been forced to 
take to aflift him, as Jordaens, Van Uden, 
Snyder, and Wildens, the merits of the 
mafter — but the greater the talents of the 
afliftants, the higher the genius of the maf- 
ter. Do able painters work under an in- 
different one ? Abraham Janflens challenged' 
Rubens to a trial of their art ; Rubens re- 
plied he would engage with him, when 
Janflens had proved himfelf worthy to be 
his competitor. A more friendly offer was 
rejedtedty him with equal wit. A chymift 
tendered him a fhare of his laboratory and 
of his hopes of the philofopher's ftone. Ru- 
bens carried the vifionary into his painting 
room, and told him his offer was dated 
twenty years too late, €f for fo long it is, faid 
he, fince I found the art of making gold 
with my pallet and pencils/' 

From Antwerp he was called to Paris by 
^lary de' Medici, and painted the oftenfible 

hiftoiy 
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hiftory of her life in the Luxemburgh. * A 
peculiar honour, as that Princefs was an Ita- 
lian, It is even feid that he gave her fome 
leflbns in drawing^ If the prodigious num- 
ber of large pieces painted by Rubens were 
not teftimonies of the abundance and faci- 
lity of his genius, this gallery alone, com- 
pleated in three years, would demonftrate 
it. As foon as it was finilhed, he returned 
to Antwerp, where his various talents were 
fo confpicuous, that he was pitched upon, 
to negotiate a treaty of peace between Spain 
and England. The Infanta Ifabella fent 
him to Madrid for inftru&ions, where he 
ingratiated himfelf fo much with the Conde- 
Duc D'olivarez, that befides many valuable 
prefents, he had a brevet for himfelf and 
his fon of fecretary of the Privy-council* 
and was difmiffed with a fecret commiilion 
to King Charles, as I have mentioned be- 
fore, in which he had the honour of fuc-r 
ceeding. t 

Neither Charles nor Rubens overlooked .

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in the Embaflador the talents of the Painter. 
The King engaged him to paint the deling 
of the Banquetting-houfe. The defign is 
the apotheofis of King James, for whom, 
when once deified, there feems to have been 
no farther thought of efrefting a monument. 
The original fleet ch for the middle com- 
partment is preferved at Houghton : It had 
belonged to Sir Godfrey Kneller, who often 
ftudied it, as is evident by Sir Godfrey's 
original (ketch, at Houghton too, for the 
great equeftrian pidhire of King William at 
Hampton-court, though in the larger piece 
he feems to have forgot that he ever had 
ftudied the former defign. Sir Godfrey had 
heard that Jordaens aflifted Rubens in the 
•xecution ; if true, fome of the compart- 
ments muft have been painted in Holland 
and fent over hither, for I do not find that 
Jordaens was ever in England. Rubens 
received three thoufand pounds for his 
work. The building itfelf cofl: feventeen 
thoufand pounds. What had it been, if 
compleated ! Vandyck was to have painted 
the fides with the htiftory of the order of 
the garter. Inigo Jones, Rubens, and Van- 
dyok! Europe could not have ihown a 

nobler 
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nobler chamber. Kent in the late reign re- 
paired the painting on the tiding. 

During his refidence here Rubens paint- , 
cd for the King a St. George, * four feet 
high and feven feet wide. His majefty *ras 
reprefented in the Saint, the Queen in 
Cleodelinde ; each figure one foot and hatf 
high \ at a diftance a view of Richmond and 
the Thames. In another pifture the bene- 
fits of peace and miferies of war. f 

Theodore Rogiers J modelled for the 
King a filver ewer defigned by Rubens, with 
the judgment of Paris. There is a print 
from this vafe by James Neffs. 

This great painter was knighted at White-

especially of the favage kind, he painted 
beyond any mafter that ever lived. In his 
fatyrs, though highly coloured and with 
charafteriftic countenances, he wanted poetic 
imagination. They do not feem a feparatc 
fpecies, but a compound of the human and 
animal, in which each part is kept too dif- 
tinft. His female fatyrs are fcarce more 
indelicate than his women ; one would think 
that, like Swift, he did not intend that 
Yahoos (hould be too difcriminate from hu- 
man nature 5 though what the fatyrift drew 
.from fpleen, flowed in -the painter from an 
honeft love of flefh and blood. There are be- 
fides in Lord Orford's colleftion the (ketches 
for the Cardinal Infant's entry into Antwerp j 
the family of Rubens by his fcholar Jor-. 
daensi and his fecond wife Helena Forman, a 
celebrated whole length by Vandyck. 

The fine pifture of St. Martin the late 
Prince of Wales bought of Mr. Bagnol, 
who brought it from Spain. It is remark- 
able that in this piece Rubens has borrow- 
ed the head of an old man from the cripple 

in the royal colle&ion. It exhibits an almoft birds- 
eye view of an extenfive country with fuch mafterly 
clearnefs and intelligence, as to contain in itfelf alone 
a fchool for painters of landfcapc.

among the various fcholars of Rubens, was 
one of the few that came to England* where he 
Vas much employed by William Cavendifh 
Duke of NewcafU*, whofe managed horfes 
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he drew from the life, from whence were 
engraved the cuts that adorn: that ^Peefc's 
book of horfemanfhip. Several of the ori- 
ginal pictures ftill remain in the hall at" 
Welbeck. Dienpenbeck drew views of thfc 
Duke's feats in Nottinghamfhire and £)er- : 
byfliire, and portraits of the Duke, Dtfchefsi 
and his children, and gave defigns for feveU 
ral plates prefixed to the works of both their 
Graces. t€ Diepenbeck, fays De Piles, was 
born at Boifleduc, and in his youth was 
much employed in painting upon glafs, * and 
entering afterwards into the fchool of Ru- 
bens, became one of his beft difciples." Se- 
veral prints were made from his works, par- 
ticularly thofe he defigned for a book, call- 
ed, The Temple of the Mufes, engraved by 
Bloemart and Mattham in 1663, j- and his 
portraits of Leflius and Bellarmine by Bolf- 
vert, J and of Sir Hugh Cartwright 1656 by 
Vofterman.

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Sir ANTONY VANDYCK* 

whofe works are fo frequent in England that 
the generality of our people can fcarce avoid 
thinking him their countryman, was born at 
Antwerp in 1598, the only fon of a mer* 
chant, and of a mother, who was admired 
fpr painting flowers in fmall, and for her 
needleworks in filk. Vandyck was firft 
plaped with Van Balen, who had ftudied at 
Rome, and painted figures both in large 
and fmall \ but the fame of Rubens drew 
sway to a nobler fchool the young conge-* 
Dial artift, The progrefs of the difciple 
{peedily raifed him to the glory of aflifting 
in the works from which he learned. Faipe 
that always fuppofes jealoufy is felt where 
there are grounds for it, attributes to Ru- 
bins an envy of which his liberal nature I 
believe was incapable, and make$ him ad- 
vife Vandyck to apply himfelf chiefly to 
portraits. I fhall fhow that jealoufy, at 
ieaft emulation, i$ rather tQ be afcribed 
to the fcholar than to the roafter. If Ru- 
bens gave the advice in queftion, he gave 
it with reafonj not malicioufly, Vandyck 
had a peculiar genius for portraits ; his dra- 

periei 
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peries * are finilhed with a minutencfs of • 
truth not demanded in hiftoric compofi- 
tions ; befides his invention was cold and * 
tame, nof does he any where feem to have 
had much idea of the paflions, and their ex- 
preffion : Portraits require none. If Ru- 
bens had been jealous of Vandyck, - would 
he, as all their biographers agree he did, per- 
fuade him to vifit Italy, whence himfelf had 
drawn his greateft lights ? Addifon did not ' 
advife Pope to tranflate Homer, but aflifted 
Tickell in a rival tranflation. Vandyck ■ 
after making prefents to Rubens of two or ' 
three hiftories, and the famous portrait of 
the latter's wife, fet out for Italy, and made 
his firft refidence at Genoa. From thence 
he went to Venice, which one may call the 
metropolis of the Flemifh painters, who 
feem fo naturally addi&ed to colouring, 
that even in Italy they fee only with Flemifh 
eyes. Vandyck imbibed fo deeply the tints 
of Titian, that he is allowed to approach 
nearer to the carnations of that matter even 
than Rubens ; Sir Antony had more deli- 

• His fattins of which he was fond, particularly white 
and blue* are remarkably fini(hed ; his back-grounds 
heavy, and have great famenefi»

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caey than the. latter, but like him never 
reached the grace and dignity of the an* 
tique. He feldom even arrived at beauty. 
His Madonnas are homely i his ladies fo 
little flattered, that one is furprized he. had 
fo much cuftom. He has left us to wonder 
that the, famous Countefs tif Carlifle coukf 
be thought fo charming ; and had not Wal- 
ler been a better painter, Sacharifla would 
make little impreflion now. One excel- 
lence he had, which no portrait-painter 
ever attained except Sir Godfrey Knellerj 
the hands are often the fineft part of his 
pictures. 

He went to Rome and lived fplendidly, 
avoiding the low converfation of his coun- 
trymen, and diftinguifhed by the appella-* 
tion of the Pittore Cavalierejco. It was at 
Rome he drew that capital portrait pf Car- 
dinal BentivogHo, who having been Nuncio 
iij Flanders, had a partiality for their artifts, 
and as he celebrated their hiftory with his 
pen, was in return almoft immortalized by 
one of their beft pencils, 

Vandyck, while at Rome, received an in- 
vitation to Palermo, and went thither. There 
Jie painted Prince Philibert of Savoy, the

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Vice-Roy, and a. paintrefs of fome name, J 
Sophonifba Anguifciola, then at the age of 
pinety-one. But the plague foon drove him 
from Sicily ; he returned to Genoa, where 
he had gained the higheft reputation, and 
where he has left many confiderable works. 

He went back to Antwerp, and practiced 
both hiftory and portrait. Of tha former 
kind were many applauded Altar-pieces j in 
the latter, were particularly the heads of his 
cotemporary artifts. He drew them in Chiaro 
fcuro on fmall pannels, thirty-five of which 
are in the colledtion of the Countefs of Car- 
digan at Whitehall. Admirable is the va- 
riety of attitudes and airs of heads ; but in 
thofe pieces he meaned to furpafs as well as 
record. The whole colle&ion has been 
thrice publiflied ; the firft edition by Vanden 
Enden contains fourfcore plates ; the fecond 
by Giles Hendrix, one hundred i the laft by 
Verduflen, who* effaced the names and let- 
ters of the original engravers. Some of the 
plates were etched by Vandyck himfelf. I

his other works. 

Hearing of the favour King Charles 
fhowed to the arts, Vandyck came to Eng- 
land, and lodged with his friend Geldorp, 
a painter, hoping to be introduced to the 
King -, it is extraordinary he was not. He 
went away chagrined j but his majefly foon 
learning what a treafure had been within 
his reach, ordered Sir Kenelm Digby, who 
had fat to Vandyck, to invite him over. He 
came, and was lodged among the King's 
artifts at Black-fryars, which Felibien, ac- 
cording to the dignity of ignorance which 
the French affedt, calls L' Hotel de t Blaifore. * 
Thither the King went often by water, and 
viewed his performances with lingular de- 
light, frequently fitting to him himfelf, and 
befpeaking pictures of the Queen, his chil- 
dren and his courtiers, and conferring the 
honour of knighthood j- on him at St. James's 
July 5, 1632. This was foon attended by 
the grant of an annuity of aoo/. a year for

Of the various portraits by Vandyck of 
King Charles, the principal are, a whole 
length in the coronation robes at Hampton - 
court; f the head has be^n engraved by 
Vertue -among the Kings of England. Ano- 
ther in armour on a dun horfe at Blenheim, J 
A whole length in armour at Houghton. 
Another, a large piece at the Dyke of Graf- 
tpn's, in which the King (a moft gracefull 
figure) in white fattin, with his hat on, is 
juft defcended from his horfe -, at a diftance, 
a view of the Ifle of Wight. The J King in

The 
head of the latter is fine ; the King's is pro- 
bably not an original. This and the fol- 
lowing are at each end of the gallery at 
Kcnfington. The King and Queen fitting. 
Prince Charles, very young {landing at his 
knee ; the Duke of York, an infant, on 
hers, -f* At Turin is another whole length 
of the King, in a large piece of architefture. 
At Somerfet-houfe, the King and Queen, 
half lengths, holding a crown of laurel be- 
tween them. At Windfor is a beautifull 
half length of the Queen in white. Many 
portraits of her pretend to be by Vandyck, 
but none are fo lovely as this. He two or 
three times drew Prince Charles in armour 
ftanding. At Kenfington in one piece are 
Prince Charles, Prince James, and the Prin- 
cefs Mary ; lately engraved by Strange. Iii 
the fame palace is one of his fineft works ; 
George Villiers, the fecond Duke of Buck- 
ingham, and Lord Francis his brother, when 
children! Nothing can exceed the nature, 
luftre, and delicacy of this fweet pifture. At

Houghton are two ydung daughters of the 
Lord Wharton, admirable too, but rather 
inferior to the foregoing. In Lord Orford's 
colleftion are feveral principal works * of 
this mafter. The holy family with a dance 
of Angels ; it belonged to King Charles, is 
a capital pifture, but has it's faults. Inigo 
Jones, a head ; Rubens's wife in black fat- 
tin ; Henry Danvers Earl of Danby whole 
length, in the robes of the garter* and a 
half length of Sir Thomas Chaloner, gover- 
nor of Prince Henry. Befides thefe my fa- 
ther bought of the laft Duke the whole col- 
lection of the Wharton family : There were 
twelve whole lengths, the two girls, fix 
half lengths, and two more, by Sir Peter 
Lely j he paid an hundred pounds £ach 
for the whole lengths and the double pi£ture 3 
and fifty ppunds each for the h^lf, lengths, 
Moll of them were carried to Houghton, 
but fome not fuiting the places, were brought 
back, and fold for a trifle after the death 
of my father. Thofe that remain, are, King 
Charles, the Queen, very indifferent, Sir Tho^

At Cornbury, the feat of tke Earls of 
Clarendon in Oxfordihire* was a noble col- 
ledtion of portraits of the principal perfons 
in the reign of King Charles, many of which 
were drawn by Vandyck. The colleftion has 
fince been divided between the Duchefs of 
QuQenfberry, Lady Hyde and Lady Mary 
Forbes, the heirefles of the family. Several 
others of his works are at the Earl of Den- 
bigh's and at Lord Spenfer's at Althrop. 
Among the. latter, a celebrated double 
whole length of the firft Duke of Bedford 
and the famous Lord Digby, afterwards 
Earl of Briftol. The whole figure of the

the body of Bedford is flat, nor is this one 
of his capital works. Here too is a good pic- 
ture of Daedalus and Icarus ; half lengths ; 
a fine furly impatience in the young man, 
and his body well coloured. The Duke of 
JDevonfhire has fome good pidtures by him ; 
at Chifwick is the well known f Belifarius, 
though very doubtfull if by the hand of 
.Vandyck. The expreffive figure of the 
young foldier redeems this pifture from the 
condemnation it would deferve by the prin- 
cipal figure being fo mean and inconfider- 
able. The Duke has Vandyck's travelling 
pocket-book in which are feveral (ketches, 
particularly from Titian, and of Sophonrfba 
Anguifciola mentioned above. 
", At Holkham is a large equeffrian pi&ure 
of a Count D'Aremberg ; both the rider and 
horfe are in his. beft manner ; and at Earl 
Cowper's a large piece of John Count of 
Naflau and his family, lately engraved by 
TJarqn.

She is reprefented as treading on 
Envy and Malice, and is unhurt by a fer- 
ment that twines round her arm. This ga- 
lant compliment is a little explained in the 
new life of Lord Clarendon, who mention* 
Sir Kenelm's marriage with a Lady, " though 
of an extraordinary beauty, of as extraordi- 
nary fame." % Mr. Walker's colledtion was 
chiefly chofen for him by a fet of virtuofi 
called Vandyck's or the club of St. Luke, 
and it is plain from the piftures they re- 
lf There is an elegy and epitaph on this Lady in 
Randolph's poems, page 28, in wfyich her beauty if 
exceedingly -commended.

Towards the end of his life the King be- 
llowed on him for a wife, Mary the daugh? 
ter of the unfortunate Lord Go wry, which 
if meaned as a fignal honour* might be 
calculated too tq deprefs the difgraced fa- 
mily by conne&ing them with the blood 
of a painter. It is certain that the alliance 
does not feem to have attached Vandycfe 
more ftrotigly to the King j whether he Bad 
any difgufts irifufed into him by his ne^ 
yife, or whether ambitious^ as ] have hint-?

fer. The propofal ftruck the King's tafte, 
and by a fmall (ketch f in chiaro fcuro for 
the proceffion, in which, though very faint, 
feme portraits are diftinguifhable, it looks 
as if it had been accepted, though fome 
fay it was rejected, on the extravagant price 
demanded by Vandyck : I would not fpecify 
the fum, it is fo improbable, if I did not find 
it repeated in Fenton's notes on Waller. It 
was fourfcore thoufand pounds ! The civil 
war prevented farther thoughts of it, as the 
death of Vandyck would have interrupted 
the execution, at leaft the completion of it.

GEORGE 'GELDORP, 

of Antwerp, a countryman and friend of 
Vandyck, in whofe houfe that painter lodged 
at his firft arrival, had been fettled here 
fome time before. He could not draw him- 
felf, but painted on fketches made by otheF% 
and was in repute even by this artificial, 
praftice -, f though Vertue was told by Mr. 
Rofe that it was not his moft lucrative em- 
ployment, his houfe being reckoned con- 
venient for die intrigues of people of falhion. 
He firft lived in Drury-lane in a large houfe 
and garden rented from the crown at 30/* 
per ann. and afterwards in 1653 in Archer- 
ftreet. He had been concerned in keeping

CORNELIUS POLENBURG 

the fweet painter of little landfcapes and 
figures, was born at Utrecht in 1586, and 
educated tinder Bloemart, whom he foon 
quited to travel to Italy, as he abandoned) 
fay our books, the manner of Elfheimer to 
ftudy Raphael — but it is impoffible to fay 
where they find Raphael -in Polenburg. The 
latter formed a ftyle entirely new, and though 
preferable to the Flemilh, unlike any Ita- 
lian, except in having adorned his land- 
fcapes with ruins. There is a varnifhed 
fmoothnefs and finifhing in his piftures that 
makes them always pleafing, though (imple 
and too nearly refembling one another. The 
Roman Cardinals were charmed with the. 
neatnefs of his works ; lb was the great 
Duke, but cbuld not retain him. He re-> 
turned to Utrecht and pleafed Rubens who 
had fevcral of his performances. King 
Charles invited him to London, where he 
lived in Archer-ftreet next door to Geldorp, 
and generally, painted the figures in Steen- 
wyck f s perfpeftives. There is a very curious 
pi&ure atEarlPoulet's at Hiriton St. George> 
reprefenting an infide view of Theobald's, 
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With figures of the King, Queen, and the tw<* 
fearls of Pembrokfc and Montgomery, "Wil- 
liam and Philip* This piece is probably of 
Stcenwyck, and the figures, f which are co- 
pied from Vandyck, either of Polcnburg or 
Van Bafiem 

The works of Polenburg are very fcarce i * 
his fcholar, John de Lis of Breda, imitated 
his manner fo exa&ly, that his pieces are 
6ften taken for the hand of his matter; The 
bell picture in England of the latter is at the 
Vifcount Midle ton's. I have his own and 
his wife's portrait by him in fmall ovals on 
copper i they were my father's. The wife is 
ftiff and Dutch ; his own is inimitable : 
Though worked up to the tender fmooth- 
nefs of enamel, it has the greateft freedom of 
pencils the happieft delivery of nature. 

Charles could not prevail on Polenburg 
to fix hei* t He returned to Utrecht and 
died there in 1660, at the age of feventy- 
four.

of Amfterdam, is known to have been here, 
not by his works, but on the authority

rably in fmall, but his fubje&s werfenot cat* 
culated to procure Turn many avowed ad* 
mirers. He painted from the le<5tures of 
Petronius and Aretine, had the confidence 
to dogmatize on- the fame fub}eft«, rfhd 
practiced at.leift what he preached. To 
profligacy he added impiety, 'till the ma- 
giftrates thought proper to put a flop to hi$ 
holdnefs. He Underwent the queftion, and 
was condemned 'to an imprifonment of 

"Ma twenty 
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twenty years j but obtained his liberty by 
the interceflion of fome men of quality, 
and particularly of the Englifh Embaflador 
— what the name of the latter was we are 
not told. Torrentius came over to England, 
but giving more fcandal than fatisfa&ion, 
he returned to Amfterdam, and remained 
there concealed 'till his death in 1 640, aged 
fifty-one. King Charles had two pieces of 
his hand \ one reprefenting two glaffes of 
Rhenifh \ the other, a naked man. *

called here Carings, was employed by King 
Charles to draw views ; his works are men-

Jamefone was fon of Andrew Jamefcne, 
an architect, and was born at Aberdeen in 
1586- At what age he went abroad, or how 
long he continued there,, is not known. Af- 
ter Ms' return, he applied with indefatigable 
induftry to portrait in oil, tho' he fometimes 
pra&iccd in miniature, and in hiftory and 
feridfcape too. His largeft portraits f were 
generally fomefahat lefs than life. His ex- 
cellence is faid to confift In delicacy and 
fbftnefe, with a clear and beautifull colour- 
ing, his fhades not charged, but helped by 
vttrnifh, with little appearance of the pen- 
cil. There is a print of him, his wife Ifa- 
bella Tolh and a young fon, painted by 'him-* 
felf iin6'23, engraved by Alexander Jame- 
fone, his cfefcendent, in 1728, and now in 
lite pofleffion of Mr! John Alexander, limner 
aft Edinburgh his great grandfcn, with fevfc- 
raliother portraits of the family, painted by

When King Chafles Vifiied Scotland in 
*&3J* ^ e roagiftratris of Edinburgh, know 
ing his majefty's tafte, employed Jamefone 
co make drawings of the Scottifh monarchs, 
tridi which the King was fo much pleafed, 
that inquiring for the painter, he fat to him 
and rewarded him With a diamond ring from 
his own finger. 

It is obfervable that Jamefone always 
drew himfelf with his hat on, either in imi- 
tation of his mafter Rubens, or on having 
been indulged in that liberty by the King 
when he fait to him* 

Though moft of the confiderable fami- 
lies in Scotland are poffeffed of works 
by this mafter, the greateft collection of 
therti is at Taymoutho the . feat of the Earl 
of Kreadalbane; Sir Colin Campbell of 
Glenwchy, his Lordfhip's anceftor, having 
been the chief and e&rlieft patron of Jame- 
fone, Who had attended that gentleman on 
his travels From a MS< on vellom, con- 
taining the genealogy of the houfe of de- 
Mi 4 norchy, 
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porchy, begun in 1598, are taken (he fb]U 
Jawing extracts, written in 1635, page 5a ; 

"Item, The feid Sir Coline (Campbell 
(8th* Laird of Glenorchy) gave uitfo Gcorgf 
Jamefone, painter in Edinburgh, for King 
Robert and King David Bruyffes, Kings of

£ldeft foh, firft -Earl of Argylle, and of Sip

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Choline Campbell his fecond fon, firft Laird 
of Glgnorchy, together with the portraits 
of $ight fucceffive Knights, Lairds of Gle- 
norchy, with the branches of their inter- 
marriages, and of thofe of their fons and 
daughters, beautifully illuminated. At the 
bottpm of which tree the following words 
are painted on a fcroll •, c< The genealogie of 
the Hous of Glenurqufcie, whereof is defcen- 
dit fundrie nobill and worthie houfes, 1635, 
jgfamefone faciebat." 

Befides the foregoing,. Lord Breadalbane 
has at Taymouth, by the fame hand, eleven 
portraits of Lords and Ladies of the firft fa- 
milies in Scotland, painted in 1636 and 

From the extract above, it appears that 
Jamefone received no more for each of thofc 
heads than twenty pounds Scots, or one 
pound thirteen (hillings and four-pence Eng- 
lish : Yet it. is proved by their public re- 
cords that he died poffefled of an eafy for- 
tune, which he left to his three daughters, 
two of whom were honourably married. 
One of them, named Mary, diftinguifhed 
herfelf by admirable needlework, a piece 
of which, ufed to be exhibited on feftivals in 
the Church of St. Nicholas at Aberdeen. 

Her 
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fter defcendent Mr. Thomfori of Poftlethem 
has an original picture of frer father by him- 
felf. Three fmall portraits of the houfe of 
Haddington are in the poffeffion of Thomas 
Hamilton* Efq. of Fala* 

Many of Jamefone's works are in both 
colleges of Aberdeen^ The Sibyls there, 
it is faid, he drew from living beauties of 
that city. Mr. Baird of Auchmedden in 
Aberdeenfhire has in one piece three young 
Ladies* coufins, of the houfes of Argyle, 
Errol and Kinnoul, thrir ages, fix, feven 
and eight, as marked on the fide of the 
picture. The fame gentleman has a fmall 
whole length of William Earl of Pem- 
broke, by fome afcribed to Vandyck. At 
Mr. Lindfay's of Wormeffon in 'Fife is a 
double half length of two boys, of that fa- 
mily, playing with a dog, their ages five 
and three, 1636. 

There is a perfpe&ive vieto of Edinburgh 
by Jamefone, with a Ntptune on the fore 
ground. 

Having finifhed a fine whole length of 
Charles I. he expe&ed the rhagiftrates of 
Aberdeen would purchafe it for th$ir hall,

Jamefone had many fcholars, particu-* 
lady Michael Wright, mentioned in thtf 
third Volume of thefe Anecdotes, His own 
portrait is in the Florentine chamber of 
Painters. 

Though Jamefone is little known hi 
England, his chara&er as well as his works 
were greatly efteemed in his own country. 
Arthur Johnfton, the P6et, addreffed td him 
an elegaAt Epigram on the pi&uttr of the* 
Mar chionefs of Huntley, which may be feefrt 
in the works of that author printed at Mid- 
dleburgR in 1642. The portrait itfelf h 
extant in the coIleAion 6f the Ehike of Gor- 
don j and in the Newton-cdlefge of Aber- 
deen ifr the pi<5h*re of Dofltor Johnflfon him- 
feJf by the fame hand. A Latin Elegy 
compofed by David Wedderburn was print- 
ed on his death, whkh happened in 1644 
at Edinburgh, where he was interred in the 
chtweh-yard by the Gray-friars, but without 
any monument.

WILLIAM DOBSON, 

whom King Charles called the Englifli Tin- 
toret, was born in 16 10, in St. Andrew's 
parifh in Hqlbourn; his family had been 
gentlemen of good rank at St, Alban's, but 
having fallen into decay, he was put ap- 
prentice * to Sir Robert Peake, whom I 
have mentioned, a painter and dealer in 
piftures. Under him, though no excellent 
performer, but by the advantage of copy<- 
ing fome pictures of Titian and Vandyck, 
Dob Ion profited fo much, that a picture he 
jiad drawn being expofed in the window of 
a (hop on Snow-hill, Vandyck paffing by 
-was ftruck with it, and inquiring for tfcc 
author, found him at work in a poor garret, 
from whence he took him and recommend- 
ed him to the King. On the death of 
Vandyck, Dpbfon was appointed Serjeant- 
painter, and groom of the privy-chamber, 
and attended the King to Oxford, and lodg-

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cd in the high-ftreet almoft over againft 
St. Mary's church> in a houfe where fome 
of his works remained 'till of late yean. 
At Oxford his Majefty> Prince Rupert, and 
feveral of the Nobility J fat to him ; but 
the declenfion of the King's affairs proved 
fatal to Dobfonj he loved his pleafures, 
and not having had time to enrich himfelf, 
was involved in debts and thrown into pri- 
fon, from whence he was delivered by one 
Mr. Vaughan of the Exchequer, whofe pic* 
ture he drew and thought it the beft of his 
portraits. He enjoyed this releafe but a 
fliort time ; dying at the age of thirty-fix, 
he was buried at St. Martin's Oftober 38, 
1646. A fliort life, in which he had pro- 
mifed much excellence. His pictures arc 
thought the beft imitations of Vandyck; 
they are undoubtedly very faithfull tranf* 
cripts of nature. He painted hiftory as well 
as portrait* and even the latter generally

But by the account which he has 
given of Horatio Paulin, he feemed to pre- 
fent himfelf with a very eafy folution of this 
paradox. Paulin fet on foot a kind of pro- 
mifcuous* crufadq to the Holy-land $ they 
were ftored with crofles, relicks, &c, and on 
the road made many profelytes of both fexes. 
A baker's wife in particular was fo devout, 
that fhe thought, it a meritorious a&ion to

FRANCIS BARtOW

which is: not often thfe cafe, the prints from

In King Charles's ca- 
talogue is mention of four patterns for the 
great leal, drawings $ on blue paper by 
Cleyn. He made defigns for various artifts j 
particularly for fevpral of Hollar's plates to 
Virgil and AefopY* for thefe he received 
fifty (hillings a piece. There are two fmall 
books of foliages from his drawings; one 1 
containing fix fmall flips with animals in 
grotefquej the other, in five flips, of the 
fenfes ; and the initial letters of his name 
F. C. inv. 1646. And two books for car- 
vers, goldfmiths, &c. containing 25 plates. 
It is however uncertain whether thefe and a 
few other plates of the fame kind are not 
by > his fon, . who had the fame chriftian 
$ame, and imitated his father's manner.

He deferved their protection as a geniw* 
and has never been equalled in enamel.

The latter was born at Geneva in i6&}\ 
his, father, a fculptor and architect, having 
paffed part of his life in Italy, had retired to 
that city. The fon was deiigrted'fbr a jewel- 

9 ler, 
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ler, and having frequent occafion to make ufe. 
o£ enamel, he attained fuch a tone of colour,* 
that Bordier, who afterwards became his 
brother-in-law, conceived, that if Petitot 
would apply himfelf to portrait, he might 
carry the art to great perfe&ion. Though 
both wanted feveral colours, which they. 
knew not how to prepare for the fire, their 
attempts had great fuccefs, Petitot executed 
the heads and hands, Bordier, the hair, dra~: 
periei and grounds. 

In this intercourfe 'of focial labour, the* 
two friends fet out for Italy, As painters, 
the treafures of the art were 'open to them j 
as enajnellers, they improved too by frc-r 
quenting the beft chymifts of that country ; 
but it was in England that they were fo foiu 
tunate as to learn the choiceft fecrets in the 
branch to which they had devoted them- 
felves. Sir Theodore Mayern, firft phyfr* 
cian to Charles, and a great chymift, com- 
municated to them the procefs of the prin- 
cipal colours which ought to be employed 
in enamel, and which furpafled the famous 
vitrifications of Venice and Limoges. 

Mayern introduced Petitot to the King, 
who knighted and gave him an apartment 
in Whitehall, Thtf French author of th$

tres, whom I copy, and am forry to criticise 
while I am indebted to him, fays, that Van- 
dyck feeing feme defigns of Petitot at the 
King's goldfmith's, and informing himfclf 
of the author, advifed him to quit the pro- 
feffion of jeweller, and apply himfelf tQ 
painting portraits in enamel. But the bio- 
grapher had told . us that that ftep was al- 
ready taken j and furely had not been aban- 
doned during a long ft^y in Italy.

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ed. It is dated 1642. His Grace has ahead 
of the Duke df Buckingham by the fame 
hand ; with the painter's name and the date 
1640 ; confequently a copy performed * af- 
ter the Duke's death. In the fame collec- 
le£tion is a portrait of a middle-aged man in * 
armour, inclofed in a cafe of tortoifhel, the 
perfon unknown, but inferior to none I have 
feen of this matter. The Duchefs of Port- 
land has another of the Duke of Bucking- 
ham, exaftly the fame as the preceding ; 
Charles the firft and his Queen, and the 
Lady Morton, governefs of the royal chil- 
dren, who is celebrated by Waller. I have 
a fine head of Charles I. in armour, for which 
he probably fat, as it is not like any I have 
feen by Vandyck 5 James II. when Duke of 
York, freely painted* though highly finiftied, v 
and I fuppofe done in France ; a very large 
and capital one of his fifter Henrietta Duchefs 
of Orleans, exquifitely laboured -, a very 
fmall, but fine head of-Aone of Auftrki 
another of Madame dC' Montefpan ; and a 
few more of lefs note, but all of them touch- 
ed in that minute and delicate ftyle, into 
which he afterwards fell in France, *$£

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which, though more laboured, has lefs merit 
in richnefs of tints* than his Englifh works. 
Vanderdort mentions a carving by Petitot 
from Titian's Lucretia* in which way I find 
no other account of his attempts, though, as 
his father was a fculptor, he probably had 
given his fon fome inftru&ions. 

The tragic death of his royal prote&or 
was a. dreadful ftroke, fays his biographer, 
to Petitot, who attended the exiled family to 
Paris, I queftion, as fo few Englifh portraits 
appear by his hand, and none that I know 
later than 1642, whether the Civil War did 
not early drive him back to France ; but 
Bordier undoubtedly remained here fome 
time longer, having been employed by the 
parliament to paint a memorial of the battle 
of Nafeby, which they prefented to Fairfax 
tWr.vi&orious general. This Angular curio- 
fity is now in my poffeffion, purchafed from 
the Mufeum of Thorefby, who * bought it, 
with other rarities, from the executors of 
Fairfax. It confifts of two round plates each

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but an inch and half diameter, and origi- 
nally ferved, I fuppofe, for the top and bot- 
tom of a watch, fuch enamelled plates being 
frequent to old watches inftead of cryftals. 
On the outlide of that which I take for the 
bottonp, is a representation of the Houfe of 
Commons, as exhibited on their teals by 
Simon. Nothing can be more perfect than 
thefe dijninutive figures j of many even the 
countenances are djftinguilhable. On the 
Other piece, within, is delineated the battle 
of Nafeby $ on the outlide is Fairfax him- 
felf on his cheftnut horfe, men engaging at 
^ diftancc. The figure and horfe are copied 
from Vandyck, but with a freedom, and rich* 
neii of colouring) perhaps furpafilng that 
great mafter. Under the horfe, one reads 
P. B. fecit. This is the fingle work which 
can with certainty be allotted to Bordier. 
alone, and which demonftrates how unjuftly 
his fame has been abforbed in the renown 
of his brother-in-law, Charles II. during his.

when thetreftoration happened, retained Pe- 
titot in his own fervice, gave him a penfion 
and lodged him in the Louvre. Small por-

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Icr, are extremely common, and of the twd 
Qucensj his mother and wife; 

In 165 1 he married Margaret Ciiper $ the 
celebrated Drelincotirt performed the cere* 
mony at Charenton *, for Petitot was a zca*- 
lou$ protdtant, tod dreading the confe- 
rences of the revocation of the edidt ot 
Nantes in 1685, he begged permiflion of the 
King to retire to Geneva. Louis, who did 
not care to part with fo favorite a painter, 
and who perhaps thought that an enameller's 
religion was not cortipofed of fterner ftufF* 
than the great Turenne's> eluded his de- 
mand * and at laft being preffed with repeat-* 
cd memorials, fcnt Fetitot to Fort-l'eveque, 
and BofTuet to Convert him. The fubtle 
apoftle, who had woven fuch a texture of 
devotion and ambition, that the latter was 
ffcarce diftinguifhable from the former, had 
the mortification of not fucceeding, and Pe- 
titot's chagrin bringing on a fever, he at laft 
obtained his liberty, now almoft arrived at 
the age of fourfcore> which makes it pro- 
bable that his converfion rather than *his 
pencil had been the foundation of detain- 
ing him. He no fboner was free* than he 
efcaped with his wife to Geneva in 1685. 
His children,, who dreaded the King's wrathj 

remained 
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remained at Paris, and throwing themfelves 
at his feet, implored his prote&ion. His 
Majefty, fays my author, received them with 
great goodnefs, and told them, he willingly 
forgave an old man, who had a whim of Be- 
ing buried with his fathers. — I do not doubt 
but this is given, and paffed at the time, for 
abon-mot — but a very flat witticifm cannot 
depreciate the glory of a confeflbr, who has 
fuffered imprisonment, refilled eloquence, 
and facrificed the emoluments of court-fa- 
vor to the uprightnefs of his confcience. Pe- 
titot did not wifh to be buried with his fa- 
thers, but to die in their religion. 

Returned to his country, the good old 
man continued his darling profeflion. The 
King and Queen of Poland defired to be 
painted by his hand, and fent their por- 
traits to be copied by him in enamel, but 
the meffenger finding him departed, pro- 
ceeded to Geneva, where he executed them 
with all the vigour of his early pencil. The 
Queen was reprefented fitting on a trophy, 
and holding the pi&urfe of the King. For 
this piece he received an hundred Louis 
d'ors. 

So great was the concourfe to vifit him, 

that hfe was obliged to quit Geneva and re-

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tire to Veray, a little town in the canton of 
Berne, where as he was painting his wife, a» 
illnefs feized and carried him off in a day, 
in 1 69 1 , at the age of fourfcore and four. 
He had had feventeen children ; one of his 
daughters, a widow, was living in 175.2. My 
portrait of Charles I. came from one of his 
fons, who was a major in our fervice, and 
who died Major-General at North Allertoa 
in Yorklhire, aged 60, July i<^ 1764. Of 
the reft, one only attached himfelf to his fa- 
thers art and pra&ieed in London, his fa- 
ther often fending him his works for mo- 
dels. This fon painted in miniature toe, 
flad .left dependents, who ajre fettled at 
Dublin, from one of whom the Duchefs of 
Portland has purchased a fmall, but ex- 
quifite head of their anceftor by himfelf. 

It is idle to write a panegyric oa the- 
greateft man in any vocation. That rank 
difpenfes with encomiums,, as they are never 
waited but where they may be contefted. 
Petitot generally ufed plates of gold or fil* 
*er, feldora copper. In the dawn of his re- 
putation he received twenty guineas for * 
ptehrte, which price he afterwards raifed to 
forty. His cuftom was to have a. painter 
t;o draw the l&enefs in oil, from, which he 

made 
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ftiade his fketqhes, and then finifhed then* 
from the life. Thofe of Louis he copied 
from the belt pi&ures of him, but generally^ 
obtained. one or two fittings for the comple- 
tion. His biographer fays, that he often 
added * hands to his portraits $ I have feen 
but one fuch, the whole length of Lady 
Southampton ; and that at Loretto there is 
or his work an incomparable pidlure of the 
Virgin. M. d'Heneri a collector at Paris 
poflefles more than thirty of this great maf- 
ter's performances, particularly the portraits 
of Mefdames de la Valiere, Moritefpan, Foh- 
tanges, &rc. Another has thofe of the famous 
Countefs t d'Olonne, the Dfichefs of Bouil- 
lon, and other ladies of the court. Van 
Gunft engraved after Petitot the portrait of 
Chevreau.

I come now to other artifts in the reign 
of Charles ; and firft of ftatuaries^ 

ANDREW KEARNE 

a German, was brother-in-law of Nicholas 
Stone the elder, for whom he worked*, 
Kearne too* carved many ftatue& for Sip 
Juftinian Iiham, at his houfe near North- 
ampton- At Somerfet-ftabs he carved the 
River-god which anfweredto the Nile, made 
by Stone, and- a Lionels on the water-gate of 
York-ftairs. For the Countefs of Mul- 
grave a Venus and Apolio of Portland ftone, 
fix feet high, for each of which he hacf 
feven pounds. He died in England, and 
left a fon that was alive fince 1700*

born at Embden, was another of Stone's 
workmen, and afterwards fet up for him-

He was employed by Sir John Baf- 
lcerville ; made two fhepherds ^fitting for

Of the latter were a f buft of 
Charles I. in brafs, with a helmet funnount- 
ed by a dragon a la Romaine, three feet 
high, on a black pedeftal : The fountain at 
Somerfet-houfe with feveral ffytues ; and fix % 
brazen ftatues at St. James's. Of thofe ex- 
tant are, the ftatue in brafs of William Earl 
of Pembroke in the pidture-gallery at 0*- 
ford, given by the grand-father of the pre- 
fent Earl j and the noble equeftrian figure 
of King Charles at Charing- crofs, in which 
the commanding grace of the figure and 
exquifite form of the horfe are ftriking tQ 
the moft unpra&iced eye. This piece wa& 
caft in 1633 in. a fpot of ground near the 
church of Covent-garden, and not being 
cre&ed before the commencement of the 
civil war, it was fold by the parliament to 
John Rivet 9, brafcier living at the dill 
near Holbourn-conduit, with ftridt orders to 
break it in pieces. But the man produced 
fome fragments of old brafs, and concealed

reft or at ion. They had been made at. the 
expence of the family of Howard-Arundel, 
who have ftill receipts to fliow by whom ■ 
and for -whom they were caft. They were 
fet up in their prefent fituation at the eK- * 
pence of the cmwn, about 1678, by an 
order from the Earl of Danby, afterwards 
Duke of Leeds. The pedeftal was pvade by 
Mr, Grinlin Gibbons. Le Soeur had a fon

MARTIN JO H N S r O N 

was a celebrated engraver of feals, and 
lived at the fame time f with Thomas and 
Abraham Simon, the medallifts; Hewa$ 
a rival of the former, who ufed puncheons * 
for his graving, which Johnfon never did, 
C allihg Simon "a puncher, not a -' graver.

large gik water-pots, which coft 235/. two 
cttndlefticks weighing 471 ounces; on the 
foot of one of them was chafed Chrift preach- 
ing on the mount j on the other, the pa- 
rable of the loft ftieep ; and two covers for 
a bible and common-prayer book, weigh- 
ing 233 ounces ; the whole amounting to 
3580 ounces, and cofting "1564/. were in 
the year 163,9, when the laft parcels were 
delivered, prefented as offerings by his ma- 
jefty to the chapel of St. George, But in 
1642 captain Foy broke open the treafuiy, 
and carried away all thefe valuable curio- 
sities, as may be feen more at large in Dug- 
clale. An agreement was made with the 
Earl-marfhal, Sir Francis Windebank, and 
Sir Francis Crane, for plate to be wrought 
ibr the King at twelve (hillings per ounce, 
and before the month of June 1637, he had 
finiftied nine pieces. Some of thefe I fup- 
pofe Were the above-mentioned : others were 
gifo for Vianen complained that by the ex- 
pence of the work, and the treble-gilding, 
he was a great iofer, and defired to be 
confidered. The defigns themfelves were 
thought fo admirable, as to be preferved in 
the royal colle&ion. King Charles had be- 
sides 
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fides four plates chafed with the ftorjr of 
Mercury and Argus. J Mr. Weft has two 
oval heads in alto relievo fix inches high 
of Charles and his Queen, with the initial 
letters of the workman's name, C. V. Lond- 
The Duke of Northumberland, befides other 
pieces of plate by him, has a falver by Van 
Vianen with huntings on the border, well 
defigned, but coarfely executed. That lal- 
ver was bequeathed to Charles Duke of 
Somerfet by the widow of Earl Algernon 
High Admiral, whofe feal, admirably cut by 
Simon, the Duke has alfo. The Earl of 
Exeter has a bafon and ewer (bought at the 
fale of the fame Duke of Somerfet) with the 
name of C. Van Vianea 1632 at bottom of 
the ewer.

Chriftian Vianeif 
had a very good difciple, 

FRANCIS FANELLI, 

a Florentine, who chiefly practiced cafting 
in metal, and though inferior to X^c Soeur, 
was an artift that did credit to the King's 
tafte. Vanderdort mentions in the royal 
colleftion a little figure of a Cupid fitting on 
a horfe running, by Fanelli, and calls him 
ibe one-eyed Italian. The figures of Charles I. 
and his Queen in niches in the quadrangle 
of St. John's college Okford were caft by 
him, and are well defigned. They were the 
gift of Archbifhop Laud, and were buried 
for fecurity in the civil war. William Duke 
of Newcaftle was a patron of Fanelli, and 
bought many of his works, ftill at Welbeck ; 
particularly a head in brafs of Prince Charles 
1 640; with the founder's name behind the 
pedeftal, Fr. Fanellius, Florentinus, fculptor 
magn. Brit, regis. And feveral figures in 
fmall brafs ; as, St. George with the dragpn 
dead ; another combating the dragon ; two 
horfes grazing ; four others in different atti- 
tudes 5 a Cupid and a turk, each on horfe- 
back, and a centaur with a woman. By the

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farn£ hand,, or Le Soeur's, arc, I conclude^ 
the three following curious bufts, in bronze 5 
a head of Edward Lord Herbert of Chir-

INIOO JONES, 

who, if a table of fame like that in the Tat- 
ler, were to be formed for men of real and in- 
difputable genius in every country, would 
fave England from the difgrace of not having 
her reprefentative among the arts. She adopt- 
ed Holbein and Vandyck, (he borrowed Ru- 
bens, (he produced Inigo Jones. Vitruvius 
drew up his Grammar, Palladio ftowed him 
the practice, Rome difplayed a theatre worthy 
of his emulation, and King Charles was 
ready to encourage, employ,! and reward his 
talents. This is the hiftory.of Inigo Jones 
as a genius. The particulars of his. life have 
been often written, and therefore I fhall run 
t^em over very briefly $ adding 1 fame lefs 
known minutiae {which, I fear, are the cha-r 
rafteriftics of thefe volumes] and £oxnc cata* 
Jogue pf his works.

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nefs of his capacity burft forth fo ftronglyy. 
that he was taken notice of by one of 
the great LordsH&t tourt ; forrte fay* it was 
the Earl of Arundel $ the greater * num- c 
ber that it was William Eairl of Pembroke % 
though againft that opinion there is, at leaft, 
a negative evidence> Which I ftiall mention 
prefently. By one of thefe Lords, Inigo wa$ 
lent to Italy to ftudy landfcape-paifiting, to 
which his inclination then pointed, and' for 
which that he had a talent, appears by a 
fmall piece preferved at Chifwick : the 
colouring is very indifferent, but the tree's 
freely and mafterly imagined. He was no 
fooner at Rome, than he found himfelf ire 
his fphere. He felt that nature had nor.

conceived Whitehall. In the ftate of Venice 
he faw the works of Pailadio, and learned 
how beautifully tafte may be everted on i 
lefs theatre than the capital of an empire;

hiftory ; certain k is, that on the ftrcpgth of 
Jjis reputation at Venice,. Chriftian IV. invito 
ed him tp Denmark ami app*int*d him &* 
architect: $ but qq what buildings be was 
employed in that country we are yet to 
kafn. Jatoes I. found hun at Copenhagen, 
and Qjjeen Anne took him in the quality pf 
her architect to Scotland. He ftryed Prmrt 
Henry in the fame capacity* and the place 
©f furycyor-geoeral tf the wprfcs wa$ granted 
\q him in reverfion* Qn the death of that 
Prince, with whom at leaft all his lamented 
qualities did not die,. Jones travelled once 
more to Italy, and affifted by ripenefi of 
judgment pcrfe&ed his . tafte, To? the inter- 
val between thofc voyages I fhpuid be In- 
clined to affign thofe buildings of InigQy 
which are lefs pure, and border too muck 
upon that baftard ftyk, which one calls 
Ung Jmtfs Gothic. Inigo's defigns of that 
period are not Gothic, but have a llttlenefa 
<& parts and a weight of ornaments, with 
which the revival of the Grecian tafte ww 
^cumbered, and which he Qxt)pk off in his 
grander defigns. The fiirvey9r> place fell

In the reign oif James I find a payment by 
a Warrant from the council to Inigo Jones, 
Thomas Baldwin, Williirtl Portington and 
<$£orgeWeale, officers of hi* majefty's work*, 
for certain fcaffblds and other works by them 
rriade, by the command 6f thfe Lohl Cham- 
berlain, againft the arraignment of the Eart 
of Somerfet and the Countefs his Lady. The

In the Foedera * is a commifilon to the 
Earl of Arundel, Inigo Jones and feverai 
others, to prevent building on new founda- 
tions within two miles of Ltindon And palacfe 
of Weftminfter.

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ideas were all romanized ; confequently his 
partiality to his favorite people, which ought 
rather to have prevented him from charging 
them with that mafs of barbarous clumfi- 
nefs, made him conclude it a Roman Tem- 
ple, It is remarkable that whoever has 
treated of that monument, has bellowed it 
on whatever clafs of antiquity he was pecu- 
liarly fond of; and there is not a heap of 
Hones in thefe Northern countries, from 
which nothing can be proved, but has been 
made todepofe in favour of fome of thefe 
fantaftic hypothefes. Where there was fo 
much room for vifions, the Phoenicians could 
not avoid coming in for their fhare of the 
foundation ; and for Mr. Toland's part, he 
difcovered a .little ftone-henge in Ireland, 
built by the Druidefs Ge^lcopa, (who does 
not kftow the Druidefs Gealcopa ?) who lived 
at Inifoen in the county of Donnegal, * 

In the fame year Jones was appointed one 
of the commiflioners for the repair of St. 
Paul's* but which was not commenced 'till 
the year 1633, when Laud, then Bifhop of 
London, laid the firft ftone and Inigo the 
fourth. In the reftoration of that cathedral

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he made two capital faults. Hie firft renewed 
the fides with very ba4 Gothic, and then add- 
ed a Roman portico, magnificent and beauti- 
full indeed, but which had no affinity with 
the ancient parts that remained, and made 
his own Gothic appear ten times heavier. He 
committed the fame error at Winchester, 
thrufting a fcreen in the Roman or Grecian 
tafte Into the middle of that cathedral. Jones 
indeed was by no means fuccefsfuli when he 

* * * 

attempted Gothic. The chapel of Lincoln's- 
inn has none of the charadteriftics. of that 
architecture. The cloyfter beneath feems 
opprefied by the weight of the building 
above, f 

The authors of the life of Jones place the 
eredtion of the banquetting-houfe in the 
reign of King Charles ; but, as I have fhown 
from the accounts of Nicholas Stone, it was 
begun in 1619, and finilhed in two years — a

fmall 
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fmall part of the pile,<deiigned for the palace 
of our Kings ; but fo compleat in itfelf, 
that it ftands a model of the moft pure and 
beautifull tafte. Several plktes of die in- 
tended palace of Whitehall have been given, 
but, I believe, from no finiflied defign. The 
four great fheets are evidently made up from 
general hints, nor could fuch a fource of in- 
vention and tafte, as the mind of Inigo, ever 
produce fo much famenefe. ^The ftrange 
kind of cherubims on the toners at the end 
are prepofterous ornaments, and whether of 
Inigo or not, bear no relation to the reft. 
The great towm in the front are too near, 
and evidently borrowed from what he had 
feen in Gothic, not in Roman buildings. 
The circular court is a pi&urefque thought, 
but without meaning or utility. The whole 
fabric however was fo glorious an idea, that 
one forgets for a moment, in the regret for 
it's not being executed, the confirmation of 
our liberties obtained by a melancholy fcen< 
that pofled before the wiadow* of that very 
banquetting-houfe. 

In 1623 he was employed at Son^erfet- 
houfe, where a chapel was to be fitted tip 
for the Infanta, the intended bride of tke 

Prince. 
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Prince. * The chapel is ftill in being. The 
front to the river, part only of what was de- 
figned, and the water-gate, were ere&ed af- 
terwards on the defigns of Inigo j as was the 
gate at York-ftairs. 

Upon the acceflion of Charles he was con- 
tinued in his pofts under both King and 
Qupen. His fee as furveyor was eight (hil- 
lings and four-pence per day, with an allow- 
ance of forty-fix pounds a year for houfe- 
rent, befides a clerk, and incidental ex- 
fences. What greater rewards he had are 
not upon record. Confidering the havoc 
made in offices and repofitories during the 
war, one is glad pf being able to recover 
the fmalleft notices. 

During the profperous ftate of t;he King's 
affairs, the pleafures of the court were car- 
ried on with much tafte and magnificence. 
Poetry, painting, mufic, and archite£ture> 
were all called in to make them rational 
amufements \ and I have no doubt but the 
celebrated feftivals of Louis XIV. were

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copied from the fliows exhibited at White-* 
hall, in it's time the moft polite court in 
Europe. Ben Johnfon was the laureat \ Inigo 
Jones, the inventor of the decorations j La- 
niere and Ferabofco corripofed the fimpho- 
nies i the King, the Queen, and the young 
nobility danced in the interludes. We have 
accounts of many of thefe entertainments, 
called mafques : They had been introduced 
by Anne of Denmark. I fhall mention thoft 
in which Jones was concerned.

Lord Turlington* had . a* folio of the de~ 
figns for thefc folemnitiea,. by Inigo's own 
hand, confiding of habits* mafk,s, fcenes,&c. 

Theharmonyof thefe triumphs Avas a little 
interrupted by a war that* broke out be- 
tween the composers, Inigo and Ben ; in 
which whoever was the aggreflbr, the turbu- 
lent tempet; of Johnfon took care to be moft 
in the wrong. Nothing exceeds the grofc- 
nefs of the language that; he poured out, ex- 
cept the badnefc of the verfes that were the 
vehicle* There he fully exerted all that 
brutal abiife which his cotemperafies were 
willing to think wit x becaufe they were 
afraid of it 1 aiid whicb only ferves to fl>ew 
the. arrogance of the man, who prefumed to 
fatirize Jones and rival Shakefpeare. With 
the latter indeed he had not the final] eft 
pretentions to be compared, except in having, 
fornetimes written abfolute nonfenfe. John* 
fon tranflated the amcieni^ Shakefpeare trans- 
fufed theit very feujL into his writings*

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an edition of Stone-henge which foWfterly 
belonged to that Earl, and the margins of 
which were full of ftrange' notes written by 
him, not on the work, but on the author or 
any thing elfe. I have fuch another com- 
mon-place book, if one may call it fo, of 
Earl Philip, the life of Sir Thomas More. 
In the Stonehenge are memorandums/ jokes, 
witticifms and abufe on feveral perfons, par- 
ticularly on Cromwell and his daughters, 
and on Inigo, whom his Lordfhi£ calls, Ini- 
quity Jones ; and fays, he had 16000/. a 
year for keeping the King's houfes in repair. 
This might be exaggerated, but & little fup- * 
plies the want I have mentioned of any re- 
cord of the rewards beftowed on fb great * 
man. It is obfervable that the* Earl who 
does not fpare refle&ions on his architedt, * 
never objefts to him his having been main- 
tained in Italy by Earl William ; nor does 
Webb in his preface to the Stone-henge, 
though he fpeaks of Inigo's being in Italy, 
fay a wofd of any patron that fent him thi- 
ther. Earl Philip's refentment to Jones was 
probably occafioned by fome difagreement 
while the latter was employed at Wilton. 
There he built that noble front, and a grotto 
at the end of the water. Wilton is, one of 

3 the 
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. the pHncipal obje&s in a hiftory of the arts, 
and belles lettres. Sii* Philip Sidney wrote 
his. Arcadia there for his fitter; Vandyck 
drew many of the race, Holbein and Inigo 
Jones imagined the buildings* Earl Tho- 
mas compleated the colle&ion of pi&ures 
and affembled that throng of ftatues, and the 
laft Earl Henry has fhowri by a bridge de- 
figned by himfclf, that had Jones never 
lived, Wilton might yet have been a villa 
. worthy of ancient Rome; 

The works of Inigo are not fcarde, 
.though fome that bear his name .were pro-* 
du&ions of his fcholars : fome indeed nei- 
ther of ~t he one nor the other. A 1 bins in 
Eflex, I fhould attribute to the laft cbifs, 
though always afcribed to Inigo. If he had 
any hand in it, it muft have been during his 
firft pfofeffion, and before he had feen any 
good buildings. The houfe is handfome, 
has large rooms and rich ridings, but all 
entirely of the King James's Gothic. Pifhio- 
bury in Hertfordfhire is faid to have been 
built by him for Sir Walter Mildmay. At 
Woburn is a grotto-chamber, and fome 
Other fmall parts by him, as there is of his 
fraiid at Thorney-abbey, and a fummer- 
Vol. IL S houfe 
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houfe at Lord Harrington's in Btrkfliire. 
The middle part of each end of the qua- 
drangle at St. John's Oxford is afcribed to 
him. The fupporters of the royal arms are 
ftrangely crouded in over the niches > trot I 
have feen instances of his over-doing orna- 
ment. Chariton-houfe in Kent is another 
of his fuppo&d works; but fome critics 
have thought that only the great gate at 
the entrance ncd the cokmades may be of 
his hand. The cabinet at Whitehall for 
the King's p&tares was buik by him, but 
we have no drawing of it. At St. James's 
he deftgned the Queen's chapel. Sungeoa'a- 
hall is 6ne of his beft works ; and of the 
mdft admired, the arcade of Covent-gprden 
and the church ; two ftruftures, of which I 
want tafte to fee the beauties : In the arcade 
there is nothing remarkable % the p&afters 
are as errant and homely ftripes as amy pkrif- 
terer would make. The barn^roof -over the 
portico of the church ftrikes my eyes with 
as little idea of dignity or beauty * as it

So is 
a very curious work, if really by him, as I 
know no other performance of his in that 
kind, a bridge at Gwydder in Wales, on the 
cftateofthe Duke of Ancafter. Some al- 
terations and additions he made at Siorw 
At Oatlands remains a gate of the old pa- 
lace, but removed to a little diftance, and 
repaired, with the addition of an inferior* 
tion, by the prefent Earl of Lincoln.

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He was in Italy. Among the Strafford pa- 
pers there is a letter from Lord Cottington 
to the Lord deputy fending him a memo- 
rial from Inigo, relating to the procurement 
of marble from Ireland. 

Inigo tailed early of the misfortunes of 
his mafter : He was not only a favorite *• 
but a Roman catholic. In 1646 he paid 
545/. for his delinquency and fequeftratipn. 
Whether it was before or after this fine I 
know not, that he and Stone buried their 
joint flock of ready money in Scotland- 
yard ; but art order being published to en- 
courage the informers of fuch conceal- 
ments, and four perfons being privy to the 
fpot where the money was hid, it was taken 
up and reburied in Lambeth-marlh. 

Grief, misfortunes, and age, terminated 
his life. He died at Somerfet-houfe July 21, 
165 1, and on the 26th of the fame month
